WASHINGTON, Dec. 11 (AP)— 
Secret United States Government 
papers obtained 10 years ago by 
an admitted Communist agent 
contained international dynamite, 
it was disclosed today. 

Twelve of some hundreds of pa- 
pers uncovered by the House Com- 
mittee on Un-American Activities 
in its investigation of a Com-|! 
munist spy network were made 
public by the. committee with 
State Department approval. The 
papers were from confidential 
State Department files.

SAN JOSE, Dec. 11 (UP)—An 
invasion of Cota Rica was 
launched today from Nicaragua 
by opponents of provisional Pres- 
ident Jose Figueres, who immedi- 
ately mobilized the country. 

Claiming the Nicaraguan Nation- 
al Guard was the actual force be- 
hind the invasion, Figueres said it 
meant “real war” with Nicaragua. 
He said only a few Costa Rican 
exiles were involved as a “front” 
for the guard. 

Climaxing months of mounting 
political tension throughout Cen- 
tral America, the invasion was 
seen by close observers of the sit- 
uation as the spark that could ig- 
nite the whole Central American 
powder keg. They said that if 
Nicaraguan planes attacked Costa 
Rica, Guatemala would enter the 
war and attack Nicaragua from 
the air. 

Only 11 days ago, Figueres had 
dissolved the army with which he 
won a five-week civil war in April 
and May. However, he retained

Eggs have joined bacon and 
ham in the price drop picture. 
The seasonal deciine, accentuated 
by heavy production, sent retail 
egg prices down 7 to 9 cents a 
dozen last week. 

One dealer reported unusually 
favorable weather conditions had 
increased production and that, if

RESIGNS POST AT 
MEDICAL SCHOOL 


Several Years — Place 
to Be Taken by “Medi- 


cal Man.’

Resignation of the Rev. Al- 
phonse M. Schwitalla S. J., dean 
of the St. Louis University School 
of Medicine, was announced yes- 
terday by the Rev. Paul C. Rein- 


‘ert S. J., acting president of the 


university. 

Father Schwitalla, nationally 
known medical educator who last 
week received a special gold medal 
from the American Medical As- 
sociation at its convention here, 
has been in ill health for several 
years. His resignation is effective 
immediately. 

The Rev. Edward T. Foote S.J., 
now assistant dean, has been 
mamed regent o: the medical 
school, and he will serve as chair- 
man of an administrative board 
which will supervise school poli- 
cies until a permanent successor 
is named. 

Father Reinert said the uni- 
versity is planning to appoint a 
“medical man” as dean. A com- 
mittee will be appointed immedi- 
ately to interview qualified sppli- 
cants. 

Father Schwitalla, who is 66 
years old, has been dean of the 
school for 21 years. A new wing 
at the medical school, 1402 South 
Grand boulevard, will be named 
in his honor at a formal cere- 
mony, the date of which will be 
announced later. 

“The administration of the uni- 
versity,” Father Reinert said, 
“wishes to take this means of es- 


tablishing a lasting memorial to: 


Father Schwitalla’s inestimable 
contribution over a long period 
of years to the progress and pres- 
tige of St. Louis University and 
medical education in general.” 
Father Schwitalla, who received 
his A.B. and M.A. degrees from 
St. Louis University in 1907 and 
1908, received a Ph.D. degree in 
zoology from Johns Hopkins Uni- 
versity, Baltimore, in 1921. He 
had been ordained in 1915. 
After beginning his career as 
a science teacher at St. Louis 
University in 1911, he was direc- 
tor of the department of hiology 
there from 1925 to 1947. He has 
been at various times dean or re- 
gent of the schools of dentistry 
and nursing, and dean of the 
graduate school. He has served

PARIS, Dec. 12 (AP) (Sunday) 
—The United Nations Assembly 
approved last night, over Russian 
and Arab objection, a three-nation 
Palestine conciliation commission 
which will try to bring perma- 
nent peace to the Holy Land. 

The final vote on the concili- 
ation plan, jointly sponsored by 
the United States and Britain, 
was 35-15, with eight abstentions. 
It was taken as the 58-nation 
Assembly tried in vain to wind up 
its Paris meeting last night. 

After taking up the Korean 
question, and failing to make 
progress, the Assembly early this 
morning adjourned its session un- 
til 3 o'clock (Paris time) this 
afternoon. | 

Until the final vote on the con- 
ciliation plan was counted, the 
issue remained in doubt. 

U.S. Named to Commission. 

After the vote, the five big 
powers selected the United States, 
France and Turkey as members 
of the commission. The United 
States, Britain, France and China 
—voted for those three nations. 
Russia did not vote for them, in- 
sisting it favored a five-nation 
group composed of small nations. 
The Assembly then voted 40 to 7 
with four abstentions for that 
make-up of the commission. 

The Israeli delegation said the 
Jewish nation is ready to enter 
direct negotiations with Arab gov- 
ernments without delay. 

During the final debate, Leba- 
non informed Acting Mediator Dr. 
Ralph Bunche it is willing to ne- 
goticte an immediate armistice in 
accordance with a Security Coun- 
cil resolution of Nov. 16 if Israel 
withdraws from some Lebanese 
villages near the Palestine fron- 
er. 

Trans-Jordan and Egypt already 
have accepted the bid to armistice 
negotiations. Egypt's acceptance 
was conditioned on Israel's with- 
drawing from the Negeb, southern 
desert region. Negotiations ful- 
filling that condition were re- 
ported under way. 

The Opposing Commission. 

Those who voted against creat- 
ing the commission were: Afghan- 
istan, Cuba and Pakistan, plus the 
Arab states—Egypt, Syria, Leba- 
non, Saudi Arabia, Iraq and Ye- 
men; and the six Slav bloc na- 
tions—Russia,. Poland, Czechoslo- 
vakia, Yugoslavia, White Russia 
and the Soviet Ukraine.

Russian Opposition. 

The Russian bloc voted for par- 
tition in the final moments of 
the 1947 Assembly, but opposed 
the conciliation plan yesterday be- 
cause it left out any reference to 
the partition plan, and because it 
asked the five big powers to se- 
lect the three countries compris- 
ing the commission instead of 
making it a five-nation commis- 
sion chosen by the Assembly. 

After the Palestine decision, 
the Assembly voted 48-0 with the 
Russian bloc abstaining to ap- 
prove a gross budget estimate of 
$43,487,128 for 1949. The gross 
budget for 1948 was $39,285.730 
and the 1947 total was $27,901,969. 
The Slav bloc abstained to pro- 
test such items-as the Balkans 
commission, the Korean commis- 
sion and the Little Assembly. 

Elsewhere in the U.N. 16 nations 
signed the newly-adopted conven- 
tion outlawing genocide. These 
included the United States. All

tion by the government concerned.

souri, 

The committee, a fact-finding 
agency for the Legislature, made 
no specific recommendations in its 
report, prepared under a resolution 
adopted by the House of the 1947 
session. It was submitted “as a

“Missouri is neither at the head 
nor the rear of the procession of 
states in the care of the mentally 
ill,” the report stated. “The lurid 
charges which have been made so 
frequently of late against some 
states are not applicable here. 

State Does ‘Only Fair Job.’ 

“Missouri state hospitals, on the 
whole, are well managed, clean 
and as efficient as_ existing 
circumstances would appear to 
permit. However, lacking adequate

McClure has made no public 
statement, either before or after

‘SHOW SUGAR IN DIABETES. TEST 


About 3.3 per cent of the 4397 
urine specimens reported on yes- 
terday, in the current campaign ; 
to discover persons who have dia- 
betes without knowing it, were 
found to contain sugar. The num- 
ber of specimens containing traces 
of sugar totaled 143, 

In the five days of the cam- 
paign thus far, 450 positive find- 
ings have been made'in 11,126 
specimens checked. This amounts 
to about 4 per cent. A spokesman 
for the St. Louis Clinical Diabetes 
Society, which is conducting the 
campaign, said previous large- 
scale tests elsewhere has showh 
that about 2 per cent of the popu- 
lation have diabetes.

POWERS OF HOUSE 
RULES COMMITTEE 


Pennsylvanian Circulates 
Plan to Sidestep Body, 
Curb Its Control of 
Bills.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 11—A new 
move to curb the dictatorial pow- 
ers of the House Rules Committee 
has been initiated by Representa- 
tive Herman P. Eberharteér (Dem.), 
Pennsylvania, it was announced 
tonight. 

Calling for reform of the “un- 
democratic” situation now prevail- 
ing, Eberharter, not a member of 
the committee, proposed a plan to 
all Democratic and MHepublican 
members of the incoming Congress 
and sought their support. 

Early Action Wanted. 

He said in a letter sent to mem- 
bers that it was important his pro- 
posal be acted upon the day Con- 
gress convenes, Jan. 3. At this 
time, he continued, “a proposed 
amendment has a unique opportu- 
nity to reach the floor without 
benefit of the very Rules Commit- 
tee whose powers it seeks to cur- 
tail. . For a brief hour we have a 
golden opportunity to strike a blow 
for democratic procedure and ma- 
jority rule.” 

The Rules Committee theoreti- 
cally acts as a traffic policeman to 
direct the flow of legislation from 
the- various legislative committees 
to the House floor for debate. In 
practice, however, the committee 
often permits bills to reach the 
floor only on its own terms. It 
reviews the merits of bills and, 
sometimes refuses to clear them. 

No more striking illustration of 
the arbitrary power exercised by 
this committee can be given than 
its action in helping kill the Taft- 
Ellender-Wagner bil] because ob- 
jections were made to the public 
housing and clum clearance pro- 
visions. 

Discharge Petition Not Signed. 


It will be recalled that despite 
the anti-public housing = stand 
taken by Representative Jesse P. 
Wolcott (Rep.), Michigan, chair- 
man of the House Banking and 
Currency Committee, the Banking 
Committee reported the bill favor- 
ably. The Rules Committee re- 
fused to clear it, however, and 
Congressmen favoring the _ bill | 
were forced to resort to the device | 
of a discharge petition to bypass 
the Rules Committee: The neces- 
sary signatures to the petition 
were not obtained by the close of 
the session, 

The Rules Committee has been 
criticized by students of Congress 
regardless of whether Repub- 
licans or Democrats were in Con- 
trol. One of the principal reasons 
why President Truman tried suc- 
cessfully to defeat former Repre- 
sentative Roger Slaughter (Dem.), 
Kansas City, was that Slaughter 
frequently voted against the ad- 
ministration in the Rules Commit- 
tee, of which he was a member. 

“A reform is long over-due,” 
Eberharter said in his letter. “Con- 
gress is constantly engaged in a 
struggle for the respect of the 
people. The people never have and 
never will be able to understand 
how the will of a majority of the 
House can be set aside by the 
judgment of a few men on a pow- 
erful committee. 

Terms of Proposal. 

“The proponents of majority 
rule must strike their blows 
against the dictatorship of the 
Rules Committee when Congress 
convenes Jan. 3. They must be | 
prepared to offer at precisely the 
right moment, after the election 
of officers and the notification of 
the Senate and the President that 
the House is ready for business, 
an amendment to the House rules 
depriving the committee of its 
broad powers and limiting it to 
the task of scheduling debate on 
the floor. 

“Unless the amendment carries 
on opening day its Chances are 
slim, for it will be referred to the 
Rules Committee, where it. would 
doubtless be buried.” 

Under Eberharter’s plan, when 
a member of a House committee, 
normally the chairman, reports a 
bill to the House with a recom- 
mendation that it be passed, he 
would at the same time introduce 
a House resolution, | 

This resolution, or “rule,” would 
call for debate of whatever length 
and kind the reporting legislative 
committee thinks would be desir- 
able. The House resolution would 
then be referred to the Rules Com- 
mittee which would continue to 
schedule the priority and length 
of debate and the terms under 
which amendments might be of- 
fered. 

If the Rules Committee failed 
to act within a reasonable time, 
however, perhaps two or three 
weeks, then a privileged motion 
would be in order, In this way, 
as Eberharter explained it, the 
House would have a+chance to 
decide whether or not to schedule 
for debate the bill favorably re- 
ported by the legislative com- 
mittee. 

Criticizes Sabath Plan, 

Eberharter said he had the 
“greatest admiration” for the dean 
of the House, 82-year-old Repre- 
sentative Adolph J. Sabath (Dem.), 
Illinois, scheduled to be Rules 
Committee chairman, but could 
not agree with Sabath’s plan to 
increase the memberghip of the 
committee from 12 to 13 in order 
te give the Democrats a nine-to- 
four majority. 

“No possible change in the per- 
sonnel of the committee under 
present rules and precedents will 
obviate the difficulties experi- 
enced in the past,” Eberharter 
said. “A little thought will sug- 
gest that increasing the member- 
ship from 12 to. 13, or even to 15, 
will not effect ‘even a tem 
cure. The problem is not in the 
composition of the committee but 
in its function.” 

The committee is composed of 
eight Republicans and four Demo- 
crats at present, but suffered 
casualties in the November elec- 
tions. Of the present member- 
ship, three Republicans, one Dem- 
ocrat will not return to the 
House.

A merit system for eleemosy- 
». nary hospital employes went into 
effect last July 1, but is not yet 
in full operation. Salary scales 
were increased and working days 
reduced from 12 to eight hours, 
to attract better personnel. The 
salary of an attendant formerly 
(| was $75 a month, plus mainte- |Z 
nance. The new pay scale for 
attendants is $115 to $147 a month 
in rural areas, and $127 to $162 a 
month in urban areas. 


The nurse shortage was termed 
serious. The average ratio in the 
hospitals surveyed was one nurse 
to 600 patients. In one hospital 
the ratio was one nurse to 1282 
patients. The ideal ratio, it was 
said, is one nurse for each 25 pa- 
tients in active treatment and one 
for each 40 custodial patients. 

The report dealt at some length 
with the increasing number of 
senile patients committed to the 
hospitals from Missouri counties, 
which has contributed to over- 
crowding and staff problems in 
care of patients. In 1947 nearly 
one out of every three patients 
admitted was a senile case, it was 
said, in many instances requiring 
only custodial care. Many of them 
could be cared for outside the 
hospitals, it was said. 

The counties contribute only $6 
a month toward the care of indi- 
gent patients they commit to the 
hospitals. The state pays the rest 
of the average cost of about $36 
a month.

Problem of Grave Concern. 


“The problem of the senile cus- 
jtodial patient in Missouri is of 
grave concern,” the report stated. 
“Its solution will not be easy, Any 
approach should consider the com- 
fort and well-being of the aged and 
infirm. At the same time it should 
not be forgotten that as hospital 
staffs are released from attending 
custodial care patients, they can 
\devote more time to those who 
‘may respond to treatment and 
who thus may be separated from 
our hospital population.” | 

Simplification of the methods | 
of commitment of patients to the | 
_ hospitals, and elimination of some 
| | of the legal red tape was suggested 
in the report, which pointed out 
there was no provision for volun- 
tary admission, or quick and easy 
access to state hospital treatment 
for mental ills. 

The report said there was no 
program for prevention of mental 
iliness in Missouri. Such a pro- 
gram would tend to reduce hos- 
pital overcrowding, it was said. 

“Any preventive program must 
be based upon an enlightened pub- 
lic,” the report said. “People will 
not make use of clinical facilities 
unless they understand the value 
of early treatment. Public educa- 
tion is an important sideline of

NAVY BLOCKS UNITY OF ARMED 


Admirals Clinging to Power 
Under Separate Services— 
Danger to Security Is Seen 


Secretary of Defense Forrestal Opposed Unification as Navy 
Secretary, but Now Says Law Should Be Stronger—Fails 
to Use Power He Has—Long-Range Defense Plan Not 
Yet Prepared—Navy and Air Force Clash Over Use of 
Land-Based Bombers and Aircraft Carriers. 


Editor’s Note—iIn investigating the state of unification of the armed forces, the 
writer of this article talked to top Army, Navy and Air Force commanders and 
to the Secretary of Defense. At Eglin Field, Fla., he witnessed war games, to see 
how unity of command works at the tactical level. Following are the writer's findings.

WASH:NGTON, Dec. 11. 


NIFICATION of the armed forces of the United States remains an illusion | 
and not a reality nearly a year and a half after Congress passed the Na-| ® 
tional Security Act of 1947, loosely referred to as the ‘‘unification’’ law. 


The lack of unity is at the very least an extravagance ill borne by a nation 


straining its resources to reshape the 

Potentially it is dangerous to our military 
security—as dangerous as the lack of unity 
which contributed to the Pearl Parbor disas- 
ter. ~ 
We don’t have unity primarily because 

the gold braid of the Navy, the aristoc- 
acy of admirals which .as always kept 
that branch of thé military under its 
sheltering care, has never believed, and 
does not now believe, in the necessity of 
unification. 

They were successf.1 in emasculating the 
unification proposal which President Tru- 
man, by constitutional authority Comman- 
der-in-Chief of the Army and Navy, sent 
to Congress. . As the bill emerged from 
the law-making process it called for three, 
military establishments instead of one. And 
the admirals have been successful so far, 
in checking full exercise of the powers the 
law granted to the Secretary of Defense to 
achieve a measure ot unity by the exercise 
of “‘general direction and control” over these 
three military departments. 

Typical of the Navy’s belligerent attitude, 
and more revealing than volumes of pious 
platitudes, is this inscription observed by 
the writer on a blackboard of a Navy Cap- 
tain who is chairman of the Navy Secre- 
tary’s committee on unification: 


“We shall fight on The Hill, in the 


Senate chamber, and on the White House | 


lawn. . « « We shali never surrender.” 


Plausible arguments, and arguments con- 
vincing at least to the admirals themselves, 
are advanced at the Navy Department 
against real unification. Cthers think of 
these arguments as a smartly executed de- 
stroyer smokescreen maneuver to cover the 
love of power, prestige and a not wholly 
unbecoming pride in their service on the 
part of Navy men. 

Secretary of Defense James Forrestal says 
it will take five years t- achieve real unifi- 
cation of the serv:ces. Only Josef Stalin 
and the Politburo know whether we have 
five years to spare. 

The fact is that Forrestal, as Secretary of 
the Navy, opposed real unification in the 
first place. He has now come to the con- 
clusion that more unification, spelled out in 
the law, would be a good thing. In the 
meantime he has not used to the hilt the 
limited powers granted by the present law 
to the Secretary of Defense for unifying the 
armed services. His administration of the 
law has been through conference and com- 
promise, not through clear cut executive 
decisions. 

It has been his disposition to refer back 
to the Joint Chiefs of Staff, as technical 
experts in war, many quest:ons which he 
might have decided for himself. Perhaps 
a strengthened unification law would find 
him more inelined to make his own de- 
cisions, In any event, Forrestal wants au- 

thority to hire and fire secretaries of the 
’ army, Navy and Air Force, now appointed 
by the President. He also wants his pow- 
ers more specifically defined, and he would

like a stronger administrative staff. Mean- 
while joint planning by all the services for 
national defense limps along. 

True, we have agreed on roles of the three 
services in the next war— if it should come 
suddenly. We have agreed, that is, on what 
use we should mdke of what forces we now 
have. This is the so--alled short range plan. 

More importantly, however, we have not 
agreed on the long range plan—on what 
forces and weapon: we should have several 
years from now, if war should come then. 
We don’t know what sort of war we should 
now be planning to prenare for. When that 
time comes, if it does, it will be too late 
to prepare. Agegrcssors in modern wars are 
not apt to be patient in waiting for their op- 
ponents to devise defenses. 

Each of the services tends to consider 
itself as the bulwark of our strength in 
such a war. LEacl:., therefore, strives to 
develop its maxin um potentialities as the 
major striking force. Each is competing 
for the most it can get in manpower, 
research, and responsibility for the use 
of new weapons. 

Forrestal has said privately that the quar- 
rel all comes down to a question of which 
service is going to get the money and has 
compared the three as a group of jealous 
relatives sitting around waiting for the 
lawyer to read the will of a lately departed 
and unlamented wealthy member of the 
family. 

To carry the analogy further—tthe will is 
not to be read until Congress, through its 
appropriations couimittees, decides which 
service gets how much money, and for what. 

But, if unification were a reality, the will 
would be read within the national defense 
establishment where, by administrative de- 
cision, a binding determination would have 
been made of the fu: z:tions and responsibili- 
ties of the various services and how much 
money would be available to each of them. 

Such a budget has been prepared, within 
a 15-billion-dollar ceiling .mposed by Presi- 
dent Truman as the maximum which could 
be devoted to national defense without im- 
posing on the nation a controlled civilian 
economy, But no one expects the rival 
services to stand by the decision when the 
matter actually gets before Congress. 

Unification, under the compromise 1947 
act, has not produced the ‘‘corps of officers 
who think not in terms of the uniform they 
happen to wear, but .n terms of national se- 
curity’’—the objective which Secretary of 
Defense Forrestal holds to be desired.

In return, the Navy got authorization 
for a super carrier, v. 65,000 tons, capable 
of use as an operation base for the 
heaviest long range aircraft required for 
strategic bombing and delivery of the atom 
bomb. 

All this was strictly within the letter and 
spirit of the law as it stands. The law ex- 
plicitly reserves to the secretaries of the 
Army, Navy and Air Force, authority to go 
over the head of the Secretary of Defense 
with any recommendation they may deem 
necessary for their departments. The only 
restriction is that they must first tell. the 
Secretary of Defense what they intend to do. 

The issue of deciding what use the Air 
Force, and what use the Navy should make 
wf air power—the line between their spheres 


of activity—supposedir was settled as long 
ago as January, 1947, when Forrestal, then 
Secretary of the Navy, and Robert P. Pat- 
terson, then Secretary of War, agreed on 
the draft of an executive order to be issued 
by President Truman, which would define 
the functions of the several services. 

But the bickering continued, and last 
March Forrestal summoned the secretaries 
of War, Navy an~ Air Force to Key West

was followed by a meeting of the same 
group in August at Newport, to “clarify” 
what kad been decided at Key West. 


The ink was hardly “ry on the Newport 
“clarification,” however, befcrs the con- 
troversy broke out again. 

This time the forum was the r-med forces 
subcommittee of the Hoover Commission on 
the Organization of the Executive Branch 
of the Government. Chairman of that sub- 
committee is Ferdinand Eberstadt of New 
York, who had much to do with shaping the 
unification law as it stands. 

Before the subcommittee were alterna- 
tive proposals by Secretary of the Army 
Kenneth C. Royall intended to dispose of the 
Navy-Air Force dispute by giving one or the 
other all air power. The Air Force, invited 
to testify, declined the opportunity. The 
Navy seized it, sending Assistant Secretary 
for Air John Nicholas Brown and Vice Ad- 
miral Arthur W. Radford, vice chief of 
Naval Operations to argue its cause. 

Brown and Radford iaade a powerful plea 
for a large carrier based air program and 
cast doubt on the ability of the Air Force 
to end a war quickly with long range atomic 
bombing or to do much. bombing at all 
without the help of the Navy and naval 
aviation in acquiring overseas bases. 

The Air Force was hopping mad. Air 
Force Secretary W. Stuart Symington wrote 
to Eberstadt that Brown and Radford had 
made an unsupported attack on the ability 
of the Air Force to discharge its primary 
function. : 

‘*Action must be taken,” he wrote, ‘‘to 
resolve the present conflict resulting from 
the Navy’s continuous attacks, even if the 
solution means consolidation. In our 


opinion, unless somebody can stop these 
attacks from regular Navy officers, made 
directly against the instructions of the 
Secretary of Defense. efficient functioning 
of the military establishment is impos- 
sible; therefore, che security of our coun- 
try is seriously jeopardized.”’ 

Words such as “consoliaation”’ and ‘‘mer- 
ger’ are poison to the Navy, with its proud 
tradition of self-sufficiency, as Symington 
well-knew. He went on to add that he had 
told Secretary of the Navy John L. Sullivan, 
soon after the unification law was passed, 
that Navy attacks against the Air Force, 
carried on as a means of promoting the 
Navy’s carrier air program, would inevitably 
lead to putting all military airplanes in one 
service to settle the argument. 


The outcome was a new directive from 
Secretary of Defense Forrestal, bidding the 
services to keep their squabbles to them- 
selves—but as Forrestal himself had con- 
ceded a few weeks before, after the Newport 
meeting, he could issue ‘‘directive after di- 
rective’” and no purpose would be served 
unless there was a real spirit of unity 
among the services. 

That spirit is hard to find now. One who 
traveled as this reporter did, through the 
labyrinthine passageways of the Pentagon, 
where the top Army, Navy and Air Force 
officials have their -ffices, is almost sur- 
prised, considering the <cerbity of the criti- 
cism one hears, that armed guards do not 
patrol the dividing lines. 

The bitterness of the division would seem 
to go beyond that healthy rivalry and spirit 
of competition which is essentially Ameri- 
can, and which Forrestal has said he wel- 
comes in the National Defense establish- 
ment. 


Progress — But in Low Gear 


HIS is not to say that unification, in the nearly a year and a half 


that it has been in effect, has been a complete flop. 


Progress, albeit 


painfully slow progress, is being m ade. First among the gains in Forrestal’s 
estimate, has to do with co-ordinated procurement. 


That word “co-ordinated” crops up 
throughout all discussions of unification. 
Its antithesis is ‘‘merged”’ or “consolidated,” 
and ‘‘co-ordinated’”’ procurement was what 
the lawmakers provideu, rejecting the 
Army’s contention that there should be a 
single procurement agency for all the serv- 
ices. 


Co-ordinated procurement is handled 
through the Munitions Board, one of the 
agencies set up in the Unification Act. 
Where one item is used by two or more of 
the services, the Munitions Board designates 
one of the services to act as the procurement 
instrument for the two or three that need it. 


In the current fiscal year 75 per cent of 
Army-Navy-Air Force purchases have been 
co-ordinated. The Army now buys food for 
all the services, the Navy coal for all three, 
the Air Force, photographic supplies. Navy 
ships carry ammunition overseas for the 
Army; warehouse and office space used by 
the ser- ices throughout the country is being 
shared. ! 

By Forrestal’s own admission, one-fourth 
of the purchases for the armed forces are 
not yet co-ordinated. Each service still 
tends to think of its own needs in a vacuum 
—yet if each got everything it wanted, the 
militarx budget would e about twice what 
it has Leen estimated tLe national economy 
could stand withort drastic controls. 


A new directive provides that the Air 
Force may commission up to seven per cent 
of the "949 graduates of the Naval Academy 
at Annapolis, and Air Force officers have 
been assigned to the faculty of that school. 


As in the past, up to 40 per cent of the’ 


Army’s West Point craduates may be com- 
missioned ‘in the Air Force. The whole 
question of officer procurement, including 
whether there should be a. Air Force Acad- 
emy comparable to Annapolis or West Point, 
is under study by a committee of the three 
services. 


The airplanes and personnel of the old 
Air Transport Command of the Army and 
the Navy’s Air Transport Service have been 
pooled to form one: world-girdling air line. 


The Munitions Board has in preparation, 
although it will take three years to do it, 
a common catalogue of supplies and equip- 
ment for the three services. Once that has 
been completed it will be possible for the 
three to interchange ‘tems of which one may 
have a surplus and another a deficit. 


. The Research and Development Board has 
the function of preparing an integrated pro- 
gram of research for military purposes. 
Forrestal concedes that this board has not 
yet resolved all difierences among the serv- 
ices, but thinks it is making progress toward 
elimination of costly duplication of effort. 


A large area in which there has ‘been du- 
plication of facilities ‘s the medical care pro- 
vided for members of the Armed Forces. In 
too many cases the Army and Navy have 
their own hospitals, for instances, where one 
might co for all three services. This prob- 
lem is beirg attacked by a committee headed 
by Dr. Paul R. Hawley, former medical di- 
rector of the Veterans’ Administration, but 
the progress made was criticized recently 
wren the Society of United States Medical 
Consultants of Wcrid War II met in’ Wash- 
ington.

Admiral Denteld Gives 
Navy View on Unity— 
Opposes Single Chief

DO not think we would gain any- 
| tring with a single chief of staff, 

‘and we risk losing the efficiency 
that attends decisions achieved by 
three experts reaching a common de- 
cision, embracing all factors of the 
highly complex business of war. 

In the Chiefs of Staff is vested the 
strategic direction of our armed forces 
in peace and in war. The implementa- 
tion is left to the area commanders, 
where we have genuine unification. 

Historically, a dominant military 
individual has spelled disaster to his 
nation. I consider it essential that 
our highest military body, like our 
legislative body, be kept representative 
—with the power of ultimate decision 
in the hands of the Secretary of De- 
fense and the President of the United 
States, civilians :.oth, as they should 
be in a democracy. 

To inject a dominant military Chief 
of Staff into this situation—himself 
bound to be influenced by his training 
in a single branch of the armed serv- 
ices—would destroy the balance of in- 
formed opinion which won the last 
war. It might, by putting a super- 
human burden on one man, lose the 
next war.

individual. 

“The special committee, excepting. the 
senior Naval member, is unanimously in 
favor of a single department system of 
organization of the Armed Forces of the 
United States. This view is supported by 
Generals of the Army MacArthur and 
Eisenhower, Fleet Admiral Nimitz, Ad- 
miral Halsey, a substantial number of 
other commanders in the field and many 
officers in Washington.”’ 


Nimitz and Halsey later receded from this | 


position, and in testimony before Congres- 
sional committees, opposed the single de- 
partment idea. But the Richardson commit- 
tee reported that the great majority of all 
Army officers it heard, and “almost ex- 
actly half’’ of the Navy officers, favored the 
single department. It presented, with Admi- 
ral J. O. Richardson dissenting, a detailed 
plan of reorganization of the Armed Forces, 
the crux oi. which wa: une department, one 
chief of staff, and a straight line of author- 
ity running down into «ll the services from 
the Secretary of the Armed rorces, throug 
the single chief of staf‘.

Any casual student of 
world events can hardly dissent from 
such a conclusion. It is not necessary 
to look behind the iron curtain to ob- 
Serve the evidence. 

Socialism is taking root around the 
world. New Zealand, Australia, Sweden 
and Canada are evolving into socialistic 
states, although not so much publicized 
as Great Britain. Other nations are rap- 
idly veering toward the same economy. 

Socialistic theories that once were 
considered violently revolutionary have 
been accepted in all countries, including 
the United States, with salutary results. 
In the United States, economic change 
has met resistance more stubborn per- 
haps than anywhere else, especially 
from entrenched wealth, which, like 
Samson of old, would pull down the 
temple upon itself if it could destroy 
thoce who question its infallibility. 

With Mr. Dewey defeated in the presi- 
dential election, pressure attributed to 
Wall street and the senile Manufactur- 
ers’ Association precipitated a stock 
market crash that resulted in a loss of 
five billion dollars in less than a week. 
Big Business was merely demonstrating 
against the election of Mr. Truman, not 
thinking it was inadvertently advanc- 
ing the cause of those who would dis- 
card the whole capitalistic system. 

Few, if any, economists believe that 
private enterprise as we know it could 
emerge intact from another depression 
of the proportions of 1929. Some think 
it would junk our entire philosophy. 
Surely no one looks forward to such a 
calamity as a boon to business. 

President Truman has a tremendous 
job ahead and needs the enthusiastic 
support of all. Unless common sense 
has ceased to be a virtue, Big Business 
should get behind him to make his 
Administration a success, rather than 
conceive schemes to sabotage it.

Impressive evidence is piling up that the 
armed forces must be more truly unified than 
they have been to date. 
~ In a thoroughgoing inquiry into the progress 
made toward unification, Joseph Hanlon writes 
on Page I of this section today that after nearly 
a year and a half it remains an illusion, and 
that disunity is causing extravagance and dan- 
ger to the country’s military security. 

Mr. Hanlon reports that some progress has 
been made, particularly in co-ordinated pur- 
chasing—one service buying for all three—and 
in the field. At the top level, however, Army, 
Navy and Air are still going over the head of 
the Secretary of Defense, and of the President, 
their Commander in Chief, himself, to appeal 
to Congress for a lion's share of the national 
defense appropriation, and for No. 1 place in 
the military setup. 

The services have been unable to agree on a 
new budget, and Marquis Childs writes that the 
only solution hinted at is for every branch to 
get all it is asking for. This would exceed by 
eight billion dollars the fifteen billion dollar 
limit set by President Truman. 

Former Gen. Doolittle says that because of 
“the selfish desires of the individual services” 
the nation is “spending unnecessary billions on 
defense.” 

Senator Hill of Alabama, who followed the 
unification bill through the Armed Forces sub- 
committee, says that “petty fighting” among 
the services has pushed the defense budget up 
so high that “it is a threat to our economy.” He 
uses strong words to express his opinion of this 
state of affairs. “It cannot be tolerated.” 


Even less tolerable is the continuing struggle 
for No. 1 place in the military setup which the 
struggle for a lion’s share of the appropriations 
implies. Because of this rivalry for supremacy, 
although the services have agreed what their 
respective roles should be if war should come 
tomorrow, they have not been able to plan the 
type of war that would be fought and the kinds 
of forces and weapons that would be used in a 
war in the future. In other words, they have a 
short-range plan but no long-range plan. 

Secretary pf the Air Symington views this 
situation as being so serious that “efficient 
functioning of the military establishment is im- 
possible; therefore, the security of our country 
is seriously jeopardized.” 

What is the remedy? Among those who are dis- 
satisfied with what has been accomplished so 
far there is pretty general agreement that the 
solution is to give the Secretary of Defense 
authority to enforce a decision upon the sepa- 
rate branches. 

Secretary of Defense Forrestal is not using 
all the authority he possesses. Instead of mak- 
ing decisions, he refers them to the joint chiefs 
of staff, who lack an over-all chief to resolve 
their differences. 

But even Secretary Forrestal, who opposed 
unification in toto and thought the Defense 
Secretary would have too much power, is asking 
for more power now. He wants authority to 
hire and fire the Secretaries of Army, Navy and 
Air, which would give him the power to enforce 
his decisions. That power the Secretary should 
have, though he is late in seeing it. 

On this point that there should be one boss 
instead of four, he has the support of such au- 
thorities as former Secretary of War Patterson 
and former Assistant Secretary of War McCloy. 
As Senator Hill says: “The time has come for 
Secretary of Defense Forrestal to knock some 
heads together, or if need be to knock some 
heads off, to... give us unification in fact and 
not in fancy.” 7 

Until then, the excessive demands of the com- 
peting services will endanger the national econ- 
omy. They will tend to discredit the armed 
services as gluttons at the public trough, and 
will provoke popular distrust of the service's 
statements of their needs. 

The Eighty-first Congress has a tough job on 
its hands in this matter but its task is plain. 
It is to unify the armed services under a di- 
recting head who can keep them unified whether 
they like it or not. 
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Churchill on Israel 


Winston Churchill is at his best in urging 
British recognition of Israel. The London Gov- 
ernment simply is not realistic so long as it 
persists in what Churchill called its “sulky boy- 
cott” of the new state. 

Since Churchill made much of British-Ameri- 
can unity in his speech, it also is proper to dwell 
on the fact that the United States long ago gave 
Israel at least de facto recognition. The two 
nations would have another bond of agreement 
if both now granted full, legal recognition to 
the brave new land. 
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Congress and the A.M.A. 


It is quite probable that the new Congress 
will agree with Representative Dingell that the 
American Medical Association’s $3,500,000 prop- 
aganda fund needs investigation. It should. 

An editorial in the current issue of the asso- 
ciation’s journal says that the fund will be used 
for “meeting the proposal of the present Fed- 
eral Security Administrator (Oscar Ewing) to 
nationalize (italics ours) the services of the 
medical profession through the enactment of a 
compulsory sickness insurance act covering 
every person in the United States.” It implies 
that, instead of consulting with the profession, 
Ewing “has chosen to insult, berate, deride, and 
ridicule” it. That is inflammatory language. 
Congress should want to know just how much 
excuse there is for it. 

While the fund is called an educational ven- 
ture by the A.M.A., it certainly is to be used to 
fight the Administration’s health program. Mr. 
Dingell is right enough in calling it “a lobbying 
fund, pure and simple.” So Congress should be 
interested in finding out whether the associa- 
tion means to comply with the regulations gov- 
erning other lobbyists. 

As educational institutions, the A.M.A. and 
local medical societies have a tax-exempt status. 
Congress ought to look into that. Is any in- 
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Punishment for non-payment of the $25, how- 
ever, is in the hands of the local medical 
societies. Will some of these wash their hands 
of the matter? And what will the others’ do? — 


How do—or how could—the A.M.A. leaders 


punish those who disagree with them? Is it 
true that pressure can be exerted on hospitals 
to induce them to closé their doors to such 
rebels? 

Most important of all is the determination 
of the truth or untruth of statements made by 
the A.M.A. in its fight on the President’s health 
program, Pressure and obfyscation should not 
be allowed to cloud this all-important issue. 
It is worthy of a great debate, an honest one. 
The facts will speak for themselves. 

A congressional investigation can insure such 
a debate by bringing out the facts, all of them. 
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Last Days of Chiang 

Apparently the only chance for what remains 
of Nationalist China is for Chiang Kai-shek to 
resign and let someone else assume the leader- 
ship. Despite billions of American aid, Chiang’s 
armies have suffered crushing defeats, while at 
the same time morale on the domestic front has 
reached an all-time low. It has taken a long 
time for Americans, both in official life and out, 
to come to a full realization of Chiang’s incom- 
petence, but the moment has now come, 


This nation owes an apology to Gen. Joseph 
Stilwell, certain American diplomats and a large 
group of foreign correspondents who long ago 
predicted what is now coming to pass, and who 
were ignored. As Leland Stowe reminds us, 
Gen. Stilwell was deprived of. his Chinese com- 
mand and muzzled because that tough fighter 
and patriot had lost all confidence in Chiang as 
a statesman and as a general. 

Mr. Stowe sums up what Stilwell and others 
told the American people, as follows: 

They knew Chiang rarely sent his troops 
against Japanese; that he saved our wartime 
lend-lease equipment to use against the Reds 
after the Japanese defeat. They were right 
when they said Chiang didn’t want to fight 
anybody but the Chinese Communists. 

They warned of wholesale corruption in 
the Kuomintang Government. They said 
Chiang must be forced to clean house and 
broaden his Government—and do some- 
thing for China’s exploited peasants. They 
said this would never be done unless Wash- 
ington put the screws on. 

Expert after expert on China now advises 
against a last-minute effort to shore up the 
Chiang Government, on the ground that it is 
hopeless. These same experts, in making this 
judgment, take into account the fact that 
Chiang’s losses are Chinese Communist gains; 
yet they point out that the vast inert Chinese 
nation—more of a civilization than a political 
entity—cannot be manipulated by Moscow as 
Moscow manipulates its puppets in the Balkans. 

The current mood of America is not going to 
be changed by self-invited visits by the great 
charmer, Mme. Chiang. It is not going to be 
changed by the snap judgments of the volatile 
William Bullitt, or by a handful of inveterate 
Chiangites in Congress like Representative Wal- 
ter Judd of Minnecota. But it might be changed 
if Chiang Kai-shek and his corruptionists should 
step out in favor of an administration that could 
command the respect and the confidence of the 


Chinese people. 
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Washington’s Alleys 

Few cities have shown less imagination in the 
naming of streets than Washington, where most 
of them are designated either by a number or 
a letter. There is more color and glamor at- 
tached to its alleys, which are known by such 
names as Shad, Tiger, Bacon, Thimble, Barefoot, 
Tin Cup, Ambush, Gun, and Blood. 

Those alleys, however, are the great disgrace 
of the national capital. They represent miles of 
slums altogether out of harmony with the city’s 
marble monuments. They are occupied for the 
most part by Negroes, and they are a symbol 
of the discrimination against which the National 
Committee on Segregation has just issued a 
blistering report. 

Washington’s colored people have been treated 
with increasing shabbiness since the days of 
President Wilson, says the group of which 
Bishop Scarlett of St. Louis is a member. Most 
of the blame is put not on “poor whites,” but 
on the real estate, commercial and financial in- 
terests, “formally organized as the Board of 
Trade.” The Federal Government, too, is repri- 
manded for increasing racial discrimination. 

Surely, the Negro should get more decent 
treatment in the very seat of our democracy. 
There can be no justification for pushing him 
out of sight even if it be into an alley with so 
colorful a name as Moonshine, Golden or Marble 


Hall. 
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Beating the Tax-Collector 

The plugging of loopholes in the federal tax 
structure should have a high priority on the leg- 
islative schedule of the next Congress. And it 
may get such consideration largely as a result 
of Senator Tobey’s investigation of charitable 
trusts set up by Royal Little’s multi-million- 
dollar Textron corporation. In winding up this 
investigation, Tobey said that he would insist 
on a revision of the tax laws to give “humble 
Americans a fair deal.” 

Little created a number of trusts ostensibly 
for charitable and educational purposes. As 
such, they were entitled to tax exemptions 
under the law. Then plants or other assets 
were given to these trusts by Textron, only 
to be leased from them by the corporation. The 
net effect was the firm did business just about 
as usual, but escaped sizable tax bills which, 
according to Tobey, it really should have paid. 

Little and Textron are by no means the only 
taxpayers who have become interested in de- 
vices of this kind. In recent years, thousands 
of trusts have been set up for one apparently 
commendable purpose or another. Often mem- 
bers of the donor’s family or board of direc- 


tors were put in charge, and the property turned | 


over to them continued to be used as before. In 
many cases, little or no expenditure was made 
for the indicated charitable or educational pur- 
poses. But in every case, advantage was taken 
of tax exemptions. Almost all such arrange- 
ments are well within the law. 

Akin to them has been the incorporation of 
individuals, especially movie and radio enter- 
tainers, in order to report their earnings as 
capital gains rather than as salaries. It makes a 
very big difference since capital gains are taxed 
only at a flat rate of 25 per cent. 

Goings-on such as these are anything but 
edifying to those who see every penny they 
earn taxed on a sharply rising rate. Senator 
Tobey’s Textron report, promised for early 
January, should present Congress with a case 
study that ought to spur it to drastie action. In

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As Europeans See America

Most European misconceptions and criti- 
cisms of America are almost as old as the 
republic. But some are the result of Amer- 
ica’s new position in the world. 

Since America’s accession to her new 
position, she is believed to be out to 
“Americanize” the world, to “standard- 
ize” it, to “depersonalize” it; to raise 
the level of international well-being only 
because it is of vital importance to Ameri- 
can industry. But in the process, she 
would bring the world down to the 
low “mental age” of 
her movies and 
comic strips and 
would deprive it of 
the eternal human 
joy, the real human 
happiness—all__ that 
had been lost in a 
country which made 
of the “pursuit of & 
happiness” its credo. 

The main causes 
of these misconcep- 
tions and criticisms Andre Visson 
are: the fundamental, historic ignorance of 
America; the difficulty of understanding 
the real differences between the European 
and American conceptions of life; the too 
great emphasis on what was queer, un- 
usual, “exotic” on the surface of American 
life; the fundamental prejudice of the Eu- 
ropean intellectual elite toward the Ameri- 
can conception of the “common man”; the 
failure of Hollywood and of the Gls to 
convey to the Europeans a picture of the 
real America; the frustration that comes 
from Europe’s growing dependence on 
America’s wealth and power; the envy of 
America’s newly acquired wealth and 
power; the fear that America, intoxicated 
with her wealth and power, and with her 
political and diplomatic inexperience, may 
precipitate the world into another war, 


Words Have Different Meanings 


The political structure of western Euro- 
pean parliamentary democracies is sub- 
stantially different from that of the Ameri- 
can presidential democracy, with its sys- 
tem of checks and balances. Europeans, 
who find it natural to have innumerable 
political parties, each expressing a certain 
political and social shade of the right and 
of the left, are at a complete loss-to under- 
stand the functioning of the two parties. 


The different political structure, as well 
as the different political terminology, 
makes it very hard for Europeans to 
understand Americans; and this, inciden- 
tally, is also true in reverse. The word 
“radical” in the name of a political party 
has an absolutely different meaning in the 
United States than it has in Europe. 

The word “conservative” also has a dif- 
ferent meaning. While we frequently em- 
ploy it as a synonym for “sound,” “care- 
ful,” “cautious,” continental Europeans use 
it mostly in political terminology. . And 
even there, it is used very rarely, as it is 
not a vote-getting label. 

Europeans who are familiar with the 
trust brand of capitalism usually speak of 
the American economic system of free en- 
terprise as “monopoly capitalism,” advo- 
cating absolute economic freedom, which 
degenerates into economic anarchy—a kind 
of jungle in which the strong can with im- 
punity strangle the weak and take the 


- gpoils. Nine out of 10 Europeans have 


either never heard of American anti-trust 


legislation or believe that it is just a 
“screen of high economic intention and 
moral principles” behind which American 
Big Business dismembers Small Business. 


Many American writers must take their 
share of responsibility. Writers who re- 
fused to accept American life as it stands, 
and who in their passionate crusade for 
improvement of American social conditions 
created what is known as the “literature 
of refusal,” have been the most widely read 
in Europe, and frequently the most misin- 
terpreted. The American readers could 
view American evils in proper perspective. 
But the European readers were unable to 
make the necessary mental adjustments. 


They Misread the Emphasis 


When an American hears the aged Dr. 
Lee deForest exclaim: “Gentlemen! What 
have you done to my child, the radio 
broadcast? ... You have debased this 
child, dressed him in rags of ragtime, tat- 
ters of jive and boogie-woogie,” he smiles 
approvingly, but does not forget that the 
same radio also brings him serious clas- 
sical and modern music played by the 
world’s best orchestras. A European hear- 
ing these words believes that there is 
nothing but ragtime and boogie-woogie on 
the American radio, and is afraid that it 
may contaminate the European radio. 


When a European, accustomed for gen- 
erations to having his political writers use 
extremely polite language, opens an Ameri- 
can newspaper with its snappy headlines 
and its dramatic presentation of the news; 
or when he reads that a former Governor 
of a state and a former American envoy 
recommend the immediate dropping of 
atomic bombs on Soviet Russia, he not 
only feels uneasy but is frightened. 

No “Voice of America,” however sincere, 
eloquent and powerful, can dispel over- 
night all the European misconceptions of 
America. We would first have to eliminate 
their causes, and some of the causes can- 
not be eliminated. The American concep- 
tion of life and civilization is different 
from the European. But we must make 
the Europeans realize—and, incidentally, 
confirm it to ourselves—that we are 
steadily moving toward the same political 
and—what is even more important—the 
same moral objectives, 


We Need Each Other 


The task of assuring the survival of 
western civilization cannot be accom- 
plished by America alone, any more than 
by Europe without America’s assistance. 
We need each other, since what we call 
western civilization is the synthesis of 
American and European civilizations. Both 
have their peculiar genius and their pe- 
culiar creative spirit, And they certainly 
complete each other. 

American civilization, with its concep- 
tion of a people’s democracy, is more tech- 
nological minded. European civilization, 
with its conception of a democratic elite, 
is more intellectual minded, Hach has its 


‘gtrong and weak points. Hach has its ad- 


vantages and shortcomings. 

Separate they are in mortal danger. 
United they tan, and I am convinced they 
will, win the present struggle for man's 
most precious possessions—dignity and 
freedom. i

Government architects of both 
plans state a broad purpose; To 
raise the world’s living standards 
through better trade and thereby 
to stop the spread of Communism. 

Violent objections to the govern- 
ment program come from some 
sections of American business, in 
particular from producers of wool, 
woolen textiles, ceramics, some 
glass makers and some mining 
concerns. 

They have told congressional 
committees that they fear lower 
tariffs will mean that foreign 
goods will get into our stores at 
lower prices. They fear they will 
lose sales and have to close some 
of their business. They said they 
might have to fire some workers. 

Smaller opposition groups in- 
clude livestock raisers and raisers 
of nuts. 

Support for Reeiprocity. 

This is the story on reciprocal 
trade agreements: 

The United States Chamber of 
Commerce is much in favor of 
them. It says the way to a richer 
and more peaceful world lies in a 
world slogan which it proposes: 
“More and more goods at less and 
less cost to more and more peo- 

le.” 
if Secretary of State Marshall, in 
pointing out how many people the 
program touches, said: Foreign 
policy has taken a seat at the 
dinner table.” 

Paul Hoffman, who heads the 
European Recovery Program, and 
who used to be president of the 
Studebaker Corp., told a congres- 
sional committee: “It has to be 
a two-way street. Sooner or later 
we have to wake up to the fact 
that unless we are willing to re- 
ceive goods we cannot expect to 
receive payment. Tariff reductions 
should make payments easier.” 

est U. S. Tariff. 

The reciprocal trade program 
started in 1934 when the United 
States had the highest tariff act 
in its history, written by Senator 
Smoot (Rep.), Utah, and Repre- 
sentative Hawley (Rep.), Oregon. 

The Smoot-Hawley tariffs came 
into effect just when sales were 
dropping all over the world. They 
added to the price of foreign 
goods sold in our market. Foreign 
sales dropped off here. Foreign- 
ers earned fewer dollars and 
bought less here. 

High-tariff men hoped that high 
tariffs on foreign goods would 
help keep up the price of Amer- 
fcan goods in American stores, 
but low-tariff men say the Smoot- 
Hawley tariff caused other na- 
tions to throw up fences against 
foreign goods, many of them ours. 
Many of those fences remain. 

The other nations didn’t rely 
on tariffs so much. Instead they 
erected various stumbling blocks 
to foreign goods. They limited 
the amount of foreign goods their 
peoples could buy. They taxed 
foreign goods moving from city 
to city inside their countries. They 
told their citizens they could buy 
one type of foreign goods but not 
another. They told foreign trad- 
ers inside their borders that they 
could only change a limited por- 
tion of their profits into other 
money. 
Hull’s Trade Policy. 

Former Secretary of State Cor- 
dell Hull thought that if each 
country gave in a little we would 
all sell more to each @ther. For 


example, the United States could 
lower tariffs on stuff brought in 
from Brazil in return for Brazil 
making it easier for Brazilians to 
buy more American goods. This 
was and is the reciprocal trade 
agreements program. 

In the last 14 years, 41 nations 
have written trade agreements 
with us which in different ways 
cuts down barriers to our goods 
in return for lowered tariffs for 
their goods. 

The State Department says that 
under the last set of trade agree- 
ments, written at Geneva, Switzer- 
land, in 1947, we froze tariffs on 
goods worth $1,225,000,000 coming 
into our markets in return for the 
same favor from 22 other nations 
on American goods. We actually 
cut tariffs on a half billion dol- 
lars worth of goods in return for 
reduced rates on the same amount 
of American goods. Those deals 
are in effect now. 

The Administration will ask Con- 
gress to change two ways in which 
the program now works, 

It will be asked to approve such 
a program for three years, the way 
the United States did it until the 
last Congress approved the pro- 
gram for a year only. Government 
trade experts think a year is too 
short a time for American busi- 
ness men to make intelligent com- 
mitments. 

Congress also will be asked to 
go back to the old way of making 
tariff schedules through a commit- 
tee from seven government agen- 
cies: State, Army, Navy, Ccm- 
merce, Treasury and Agriculture 
departments and the Tariff Com. 
mission. The last Congress gave 
the job to the Tariff Commission, 
with permission to the President 
to charge rates, but only after ex- 
plaining to Congress. 

Views on Charter. 

Here is the story on the ITO 

charter: 
_ There will be wide objection to 
it. For example, the United States 
Chamber of Commerce says’ it 
would be impossible to get the 53 
other nations back to another con- 
ference. They have _ already 
pledged to give up many trade 
barriers to which we objected. 

In general, American business- 
men object to the ITO plan be- 
cause it permits so many nations 
to put up trade fences for special 
reasons. It permits a nation find- 
ing itself short of foreign ex- 
change to put a temporary limit 
on what its citizens can buy. 

Government experts reply that 
under the charter nations which 
do this must submit to a review 
by the ITO nations and must con- 
sult with other nations whose 
trade is affected. 

Some businessmen object that 
nations could go into over-ex- 
travagant buying of machinery, 
run themselves short of foreign 
currencies, and the ITO could do 
nothing about it. 

The State Department replies 
that to prevent this would mean 
that the ITO could interfere in 
domestic policy of nations and 
that the United States Congress 
would be the first to object. 

Example in U. 8. Policy. 

Some businessmen say the char- 
ter permits a nation to tell its 
citizens “you can buy this but you 
can't buy that” when the nation 
is low on foreign exchange, but 
State Department experts reply 
that the United States is doing 
just that, in reverse, right now— 
it rations things we export to 
make certain that Americans have 
enough of everything. 

In general, Government experts 
point out that the 23 nations that 
would be the most powerful mem- 
bers of the ITO are the ones that 
agreed, at Geneva last year, to cut 
many trade barriers. 

Top American negotiators on 
the ITO charter say they feel it is 
the best the United States can get 
now and should be adopted be- 
cause further changes can be 


made as the nations now in trou- 
ble get back on their feet. 
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Nations.

Pictorial Biography 
of Bernard Shaw

PICTORIAL biography of 
Acc Bernard Shaw is an 
‘@Bidea that should have oc- 
curred to everybody includjng 
publishing firms that stood to 
make a profit from it. G.B.S. is 
a photographer’s delight. Unlike 
those Hollywood Apollos who 
@re devastating in profile but 
absurdly nondescript when con. 
fronted head-on (or vice versa), 
Shaw, for most of his life, has 
been in a provocative state of 
composition however viewed. 


Nevertheless Shaw himself was 
one of the last to see the possi- 
bilities of the book that has just 
been published in England by B. 
and H. White under the title of 
“Bernard Shaw Through the 
Camera.” Prospective buyers, he 
thought, would tire of his face 
immediately on skimming the 
pages. Worse than that they 
might be deterred from buying 
his other books. But once he 
was convinced he became active- 
ly helpful and as a result the 
publishers were able to include 
many pictures of the early Shaw, 
and of his family and friends 
that might not have been avail- 
able otherwise. 

Among these is a photograph 
of Shaw (with friend) taken in 
1874. Those who imagined that 
the great man was born with a 
beard may be disconcerted by 
this picture of disdainful ado- 
‘Jescence for G.B.S at 20, or 
thereabouts, looks the perfect 
image of an adenoidal minor 
aristocrat who smells the pres- 
ence of a tradesman and doesn’t 
like it. 

It is possible that this photo- 
graph is what decided G.B.S. in 
favor a beard. In any case 
the facial coverage that he as- 
eumed in the ’80s transformed 
this youthful expression of dis- 
taste into that of the benign

ITH the ordinary man whis- 
Wee are a sign of a de- 

parted youth or an accre- 
tion of magisterial dignity. 
There is nothing to show that 
Shaw thought of his beard as 
having anything to do with ma- 
turity and certainly none of the 
ladies who admired him ever 
asked him to shave it off. The 
actress, Ellen Terry, who corre- 
sponded with Shaw for a long 
time without meeting him, 
peered at him once through a 
chink in the proscenium curtain 
and was able to identify him by 
his rufous red foliage (now 
white) and Mephistophelian eye- 
brows. She approved what she 
saw. ‘‘You’re a duck,”’ she wrote 
in her next letter. 

Sculptors, who in general are 
partial to smoother’ surfaces 
since whiskers, Mother Hub- 
bards and bell-bottom trousers 
do not translate easily into 
bronze, took a seeming pleasure 
in working out the Shavian 
beard. Troubetszkoy, Epstein, Jo 
Davidson and many others had a 
try at it and always produced 
something interesting. For car- 
toonists, of course, he was a 
natural. 

Photographers who got close 
enough often found themselves 
taking a lesson in their art. 
Shaw—an early camera enthusi- 
ast—had, and has, a complete 
theory of photography as about 
everything else he encountered. 
Aside from this he was a ¢co- 
operative subject. He didn’t like 
to see a craftsman waste his time 
or his material;.so he instinctive. 
ly—or designedly took the right 
stance in the best possible light. 
Knowing the value of the un- 
forced pose he always contrived 
to seem relaxed and unobserved, 
except, of course, when the pho- 
tographer was trying for some-'

The first, Aileen, disillusioned, 
wanders “‘off the pier’ during a 
storm on the night when she is 
hostess at a post-Pearl Harbor 
party on the island. The second, 
Carey, marries him to console 
him. Even she has to admit the 
inherent weakness of Jack Mad- 
cliff—a weakness and unforgot- 
ten scandal bequeathed him by. 
his father. For Jack Madcliff is 
tortured by, jealousy of the ille- 
gitimate and clever son and 
daughter of his father, and his 
hatred poisons all of his rela- 
tionships with others. 


Mr. Jones gives a convincing 
if somewhat confused account of 
a generation that was too young 
for the first world war and too 
old and characterless to make 
any worthwhile contribution in 
World War II. 


“Lush Valley” also tells the 
story of a weakling, this time a 
very young woman of the 1890s. 
We meet her first as she sits in 
a courtroom on trial for the mur- 
der of her husband, Evan Tren- 
holme. As witness after witness 
testifies she is carried back to 
her childhood in the valley and 
the events of her later years 
which had brought her to this 
courtroom. .Pliable, tender- 
hearted and sensuous, she has 
been easily exploited. She has 
always run away from the con. 
sequences of her deeds until, as 
a murder suspect, the law forces 
her to face a jury and every epi- 
sode of herijpast. The outcome 
of her trial concludes a well 
executed but essentially trivial 
story.

ALBUM OF AMERICAN HISTORY: 
END OF AN ERA, James Truslow 
Adams, editor-in-chief. (Charles

Send Greens Early. 

Green thumb gardeners can 
give plants at the holiday season 
—African violets raised from leaf 
cuttings, or husky slips of be- 
gonias and geraniums. Rooted 
cuttings of cactus, philodendron 
or ivy can be planted in attrac- 
tive pottery containers. One local 
enthusiast puts miniature trees in 
gaily decorated pots— hollies 
raised from seed, and cuttings of 
yew, boxwood or mahonia. 

A fragrant bundle of Christmas 
greens makes a nice open-before- 
Christmas gift. Judicious prun- 
ing of conifers and broadleafed 
evergreens in the home planting 
will sometimes yield a surprising 
Huckleberry, holly, or evergreen 
boughs purchased from a florist 
Shop may be added to these gar- 
den greens to give variety. 

Gardeners who have that artis- 
tic touch can fashion their greens 
into swags and wreaths, decorat- 
ing them with pine cones and pol- 
ished nuts, or with ribbons and 
other trimmings from the florist 
shop. A Curistmas arrangement 
for the table or mantel makes a 
lovely gift, too. These may be 
made in inexpensive containers, 
but if a more pretentious present 
is desired, handsome bowls or 
vases can be used, and candles 
and accessories added. 

n Make. Gifts. 

A terrarium or dish garden 1s 
a present that appeals to shut-ins. 
During the war members of St. 
Louis garden clubs planted minia- 
ture gardens in small fish bowls, 
and gave them to patients in hos- 
pitals at Christmastime. One aged 
convalsecent was delighted with 
a miniature nativity scene staged 
in an eight-inch chopping bowl. 
The background for ‘the little 
figures was made of rocks, moss, 
ferns and a tiny cedar tree. 

The youngsters enjoy making 
garden gifts, too. Members of the 
Junior Garden Club at Washing- 
ton, Mo., are gilding pine cones, 
nuts, leaves and seed pods to be 
used as Christmas decorations. A 
}troop of Brownie Scouts in Ladue 
gathered pine cones, and treated 
them so that they will add magic 
colors of red, blue, green and 


purple to yuletide fires. The little 
girls dipped the cones in strong 
solutions of strontium hydrate, 
copper sulphate, barium _ nitrate, 
and saltpeter. Each chemical was 
put in a separate pyrex contain- 
er, and enough boiling water was 
added to make the solution. An- 
other method is to shellac the 
cones, and to sprinkle them with 
the powdered chemicals. Remem- 
ber, however, that these com- 
pounds are deadly poisonous, and 
must be handled with extreme 
care. 

Children can make simple bird 
houses or bird feeders, too. For 
an easy-to-make bird feeder, se- 
lect a bark-covered branch some 
six or eight inches in diameter. 
Add a hook and a length of wire 
at the end, so that it may be 
suspended from a tree. Bore holes 
about an inch deep at intervals on 
the surface of the branch. These 
holes may be filled with suet, or 
with a mixture: composed of 
ground chick feed, cracked corn, 
suet, and melted fat. For an extra 
special Christmas treat, add 
raisins, peanut butter, and sun- 
flower seed.

A bond issue to supply funds for 
all needs of modern traffic con- 
trol, including signals, safety is- 
lands, traffic lanes and other de- 
vices, will be recommended by 
Arthur C. Meyers, director of 
streets and sewers, he announced 
yesterday. 

Traffic needs will cost at least 
$500,000, Meyers estimated. He 
said he had instructed Tom Watts 
Jr., traffic engineer, to compile a 

complete list of needs to meet ade- 
quately all demands for greater 


safety. 

“T will submit the compilation,” 
Meyers said, “to the Mayor’s traf- 
fic committee for analysis and 
discussion, I will make a recom- 
mendation that a bond ‘ieee to 
take care of the needs be approved 
by the traffic committee and be 
submitted to fiscal authorities for 

approval.” 

He said he was convinced that 
“to supply all needs of modern 
traffic control, we cannot depend 
on the annual budget.” It would 
cost more to meet the needs than 
the city can appropriate to the 
traffic division, he asserted, 

“Tt is becoming evident to every- 
one,” he said, “that the need for 
facilities to regulate traffic has 
reached such a peak that it will 
be impossible to take care of a 
program anywhere near adequate, 
out of the budget appropriations. 

“We have been using available 
funds. The result is harsh criti- 

cism when only one activity is 
analyzed and found inadequate.”

Others were stricken from the 
rolls, he said, because of duplica- 
tion of street and road names in 
the county and because of faulty’ 
maps. Errors were made by clerks . 
who sent registration cards to 
the wrong polling places. 

The County Court berated the 
election board in a letter Oct. 27 
for denying eligible ‘voters the 
right to vote in the primary and 
for “failure and inability to pet- 
form properly” its duties. 

irregularities Found. 

Brown reported Nov. 10 that a 
preliminary check of the Nov. 2 
election returns in the county dis- 
closed some irregularities on vote 
tally sheets. 

In 12 precincts, election judges 
and clerks counted straight bal- 
lots incorrectly, crediting votes to 
all candidates for State Repre- 
sentative and county judges, in- 
stead of crediting the votes only 
to the candidate in the district, 
in which the voter lived. In some 
instances, a single vote was cred- 
ited to as many as nine candi- 
dates. instead of only to one oP 
two. 

The errors changed the result 
in one race. Walter G. Kelly, 
Democrat, was elected State Rep- 
resentative from the Second Dis- 
trict, defeating Forrest Mitten- 
dorf,. Republican. 

Gambling Investigation. 

In its caatintiine investigation of 
gambling, the grand jury heard 
testimony Friday by .Albert G. 
Haneklau, one of the principal slot 
machine operators in the county. 

The Post-Dispatch reported July 
8 that the county was divided up 
by a group of slot machine opera- 
tors called “the syndicate.”

vorce mill, scores of ex-husbands 
and ex-wives are nursing advanced 
cases of jitters. Many of them, 
now remarried after obtaining 
fraudulent divorces, may find 
themselves in a pretty kettle of 
matrimonial fish. 

The existence of a ring of attor® 
neys and “private detectives, 
dubbed “Divorce Specialists, Inc.,” 
by District Attorney Frank 5S. 
Hogan, came to light when a 20- 
year-old housewife, mother of 
three children, volunteered the 
story of her strange Career as a 
professional “other woman” in the 
employ of a New York private de- 
tective who staged phony raids to 
manufacture fake evidence of 
adultery in divorce cases. 

Disgruntled over the slow pay 
for her services, the woman, Mrs. 
Sara Ellis, named private detec- 
tive Max Zuckerman as the Mmas- 
termind who worked out details 
of the bogus raids and then cried 
poormouth when it came to re-

@ THE GROUND HAS DRIED ENOUGH so that Perry and 
I are patching minor breaks in the Jong terraces in the eest 
field and deepening the terrace channels where they need it. 
We've agreed with our friend Bill Colman of the Soil Conser- 
vation Service that not enough study has yet been put in on 
this matter of terracing. Specifications are too rigid—not well 
enough adapted to the type of soil and crops to be grown; 
these being things which must almost be worked out by the 
individual farmer for his various fields, 

* The best information we've gathered comes from a Univer- 
sity of Illinois bulletin which is better than anything we have 
seen to date. Generally speaking, we find the most necessary 
thing is a wide, flat channel on the upper side of the terrace 
which will carry a big volume of water without washing. A 
full five-foot channel will under most circumstances make it 
unnecessary to build such a high berm and also makeg possible 
a long, gentle slope on the lower side. 
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Such terraces are easy to farm over with all kinds 
of equipment—this being the general objection to ter- 
racing by farmers who keep most of their land in culti- 
‘vation each: year. These térraces are also easier for 
the farmer to build with his own equipment; a tractor 
plow being all that is really necessary, although a small 
terracing blade for finishing is a big ‘ 
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@ ANOTHER JOB WE’VE TACKLED recently has been 
down on the big pond. Like others in the valley where we 
suffered a 10-week drouth thig autumn, our pond had gotten 
extremely low. Despite this, the four feet remaining in the 
deeper parts has been enough so that our fish haven't suffered 
too badly. Such autumn rains as we've had since mid-October 
have been so gentle that they've sunk into the ground with 
little run-off. Still it seemed to us that we should have gained 
at least a few inches in the pond. 

The trouble appeared to be at the point where the long 
pipe runs through the dam for the stock tank and we were 
afraid a leak might have developed here along the pipe. We 
dug into the dam and the first thing we discovered was that 
a number of big tree limbs and old fence posts had been buried 
here by the bull-dozers when the dam was built. Muskrats 
had started their burrows wherever these logs came ¢lose to 
the earth surface of the dam—and from these vantage points 
had tumnelled in every direction. 
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@ WHAT HAPPENED WAS that when the pond was low 
they'd dig deeper; that when the water level was high, they 
would tunnel upward, so that some burrows came out on top of 
the dam. This meant that when the pond was high, water 
would work it's way along the deeper burrows, causing cave-ins 
of considerable size. Surface water running in from the top 
during heavy rains and the gradual rotting of the logs had 
increased the openings until there was undoubtedly some seep- 
age through the dam. 
: So we dug and dug—and chopped and chopped—until we 
had reached the last of the limbs and posts and also of the 
‘burrows and cave-ins. As we moved the earth, we packed it 
behind us on the pond side and will now move in additional 
earth with the scoop. Once finished, we'll mulch the area with 
~ straw and re-seed it to grass in the spring. Meanwhile we'll 
“watch with interest to see whether we've cured the trouble so 
. that succeeding rains build up the water Jevel. 
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-@ THE POND IS INTERESTING, EVEN at low stage and at 
this season. All around the edges are tracks of the muskrat, 
with here and there the unmistakable trail of a big snapping 
turtle. The muskrats we'll try to thin out this winter—and 

_ the turtles to remove entirely when they become more active 
-next spring. Here and there around the pond are tracks of 


. coon and possum. 


Shore birds still stop on the southward migration but there 
have been few, if any, ducks since the teal went south. In 
‘the shallows a small amount of moss has formed and here the 
small fish hide and go darting out when they are disturbed.

However—there is something 
new that might help everyone con- 
cerned. It’s a ‘book of the type 
record collectors classify as “dis- 
cographies.” Those of us who fol- 
low children’s records are going to 
be referring from now ,on to 
“Guide to Children’s Records” 
(Crown Publishers). The authors 
are Philip Eisenberg and Hecky 
Krasno, both highly qualified to 
speak on the subject. no has 
written a number of successful 
children’s records; Eisenberg is a 
research psychologist with the Co- 
lumbia Broadcasting System. 

The 195-page volume appears, 
fortunately, just after the gradua- 
tion of children’s recordings into 
big business. Brain-childed 15 
years or so ago, kiddie disks have 
come to supplement — yea even 
supplant—much of the children’s 
reading matter that has built up 
over centuries. In the early days, 
nursery rhymes predominated, 
and many a parent, hearing noth- 
ing but “Jack Sprat” all day, not 
so silently hoped the whole idea 
would wear itself out. 


However, with the big postwar 
expansion of the recording indus- 
try, the familiar Bible stories, 
works of Shakespeare, Dickens, 
Dumas, Melville and many others 
were transplanted to wax. Fire 
engines, streamliners, rocket ‘ships 
and even circuses came, by sound, 
right into the front room. Music 
from Walt Disney movies set a 
pattern. 
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ANY big-name performers 
from radio and Hollywood 
joined in the fun, For older 
children came such items as Pat 
O’Brien’s recitation of “Sheridan’s 
Ride.” Why couldn’t the me- 
dium of records be used to spoon- 
feed junior the rules of hanging 
up a wet towel and wearing rub- 
bers when it rains, or teach him 
to recognize the sound of the 
symphony’s bassoon? It was. One 
major recording firm refused to 
put “Superman” on wax, but he 
got there anyway, via a minor 
label. And so it goes, until now 
there are hundreds of titles, on 
some 50 or more labels to choose 
from. - 
Children’s records, getting about 
20 per cent of total record output 


‘this year, are expected to reach 


a new high in sales, More than 
50,000,000 may pass over the coun- 
ter—quite a leap from the less 
than 2,000,000 purchased in 1041. 
Today’s records represent a lot of 
careful planning; many album 
covers are artistic masterpieces. 
Gimmicks such as companion 
books, color pages, a musical lotto 
game have been added. In ex- 
istence is a Young People’s Rec- 
ord Club, which operates on the 
book club idea. 

Thus it’s a rather complex sub- 
ject that the Eisenberg-Krasno 
book helps tie together. The vol- 
ume leads off with a discussion 
of why young ones like what on 
records (pleasure adults get from 
child platters is not taken into 
consideration). It’s pointed out 
that identical twins may not hear 
ear-to-ear on the same recording. 
The writers’ views on what consti- 
tutes a good recorded story may 
have some effect on future re 
leases. 

Biggest part of the book is a 
handy cataloguing and grading of 
practically all “kidisks” marketed 
up to last summer. There is a de- 
scription of each single record or 
album, with flaws, as the authors 
see them, pointed out. Most fall

ARCH 15, 1931, was Income 

Tax day. It was also the day 

that Thomas E. Dewey, 28 
years old, was sworn in as Chief 
Assistant United States Attorney 
for the Southern District of New 
York. There has always been an 
occupational distrust between the 
Intelligence Unit and all United 
States district attorneys. We 
blame them for losing our perfect- 
ly prepared cases; they blame us 
for expecting them to win convic- 
tions on what amounts to hearsay. 
The truth is somewhere in be- 
tween, of course. 

In any event, we take to dis- 
trict attorneys somewhat gingerly. 
New York district attorneys, par- 
ticularly. As for 28-year-old New 
York assistant district attor- 
neys—! 

We knew we would have a lot of 
work to do with the Boy Prose- 
cutor because our Chicago tri- 
umphs against the Capone mob 
brought a great public yowling 
that New York be subjected to a 
similar fumigation. Like Mr. 
Dewey, the Intelligence Unit was 
young, and being young it was 
confident and cocky. While the 
bailiff was leading Al Capone from 
the courtroom a reporter asked 
me, “When are you going after the 
New York mob, Mr. Irey?” 

“I’m leaving for New York to- 
night,” I answered. I didn’t real- 
ize how melodramatic a reply I 
had made until I saw it in cold 
type. 1 was, in fact, leaving for 
New York that night, but not to 
start 'a war against Gotham hood- 
lums. We had started that war 
many months before and I was go- 
ing to New York merely to see 
how things were coming along. 

Hugh McQuillen and his fine 
New York squad headed by his 
assistant, Walter Murphy, had 
been working with Dewey for over 
a year before Capone was con- 
victed. I had reinforced McQuil- 
len’s agents with three crack men, 
Ellison Palmer, from Atlanta; 
Paul Anderson, from Washington 
headquarters, and Cliff Mack, from 
Boston. There is always plenty of 
need for strange. faces in big in- 
vestigations. Palmer, Anderson, 
Mack and Murphy and their men 
already had done a good deal of 
work with Dewey. I had con- 
ferred frequently with him and he 
was one of the most competent 
district attorneys the Intelligence 
Unit ever worked with, which does 
not mean the most popular. Dewey 
presented me with a minor morale 
problem because some of my men 
glacial perfection good

Dewey was the perfectionist to 
end __ all perfectionists.

T WAS.a fair opinion for an 
| agent to offer because most of 

them had been securing convic- 
tions when Tom Dewey was laying 
aside the tenor parts to study 
baritone roles. Dewey would re- 
examine all the , evidence, He 
would look off into space for 4 
couple of minutes, then: turn his 
attention back to the agent. He 
would then bestow a smile—a 
medium smile, at that—on the 
agent and methodically tear the 
perfectly good evidence to shreds 
with about a million questions, 
give or take 10. Wearily the agent 
would leave, determined to get 
more evidence. He got more, of 
course, and that is what Dewey 
wanted. 

Dewey left nothing to chance, in- 
cluding a man’s promise, It is ex- 
tremely common for a man to 
plead guilty when he knows we 
have what is technically known

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the evidence is clear.” Then a 
petite smile and an interminable 
bit of gazing off into space. When 
he returned to the world around 
him he would say to the uncom- 
fortable agent, “We’can proceed 
now.” Then a few seconds of head- 
nodding and the agent was dis- 
missed. Dewey recognized work 
well done but he never mentioned 
it until the case was won. Then 
he meted out praise gingerly and 
briefly. 


His oourtroom technique. was 
superb. I don’t think Dewey ever 
forgot anything in his life. He 
generally kept his fine voice very 
low but he-could do all sorts of 
tricks with it. And he never lost 
his temper unless he thought it 
good tactics to do so. 

I got to know Dewey quite well 
through the’years: It was a busi- 


ness relationship and I think it 


was a most successful relationship 
insofar as the taxpayer is con- 
cerned, Dewey has publicly stated 
he felt the same. Some of my 
more gregarious agents found him 
smug and overbearing but. even 
they admitted he puts crooks, in 
jail, and after all that’s what we 
were in New York to do. We had 
to agree we all knew charming 
district attorneys who couldn't 
convict a murderer if he shot his 
victim in the courtroom before 
judge and jury. We also knew 
district attorneys who never 
tempered justice with either 
mercy or ethics Dewey was’ not 
“conviction hungry.” He wanted 
to win every case he entered, but 
he wasn’t. building a record by 
convicting \stupid policy-runners 
or dope-filled punks. He wanted 
the big boys and he got ‘em, ergo 
a fine district attorney, although 
not much fun personally. 
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THINK our first case with 

Dewey was on the matter of 

James J. Quinliven, a New 
York City policeman who was 
transferred to the vice squad. He 
banked $300 the first day he 
worked there and in the course of 
a year, deposited $80,000. Quin- 
liven owned his own speakeasy, 
which he kept well supplied by 
raiding rival establishments and 
transferring their confiscated 
stock to his own saloon. He was 
guilty, obviously, of quite a few 
crimes, but the only one he could 
be convicted on was failing to 
Pay taxes. Dewey convicted him 
of just that, and the term was 
three years in jail. 

The case of Jose Enrique Miro, 
Harlem policy king, was more im- 
portant. Jose Enrique was a 
steamship stoker who moved into 
the policy racket in 1927 and put 
that rather haphazard form of 
larceny on a big-business scale. 
So big that in the years 1928, 
1929 and 1936 he banked respec- 
tively $233,317.85, $283,427.03, and 
$566,409.85. He made these de- 
posits despite the undue strain 
put on his assets by the dozens 
and dozens of $14 shirts he kept 
sending to a Tammany chieftain 
named Jimmy Hines. It was years 
before Dewey got Hines, and our

HE only thing wrong with 

the young prosecutor, Tom 

Dewey, was his youth. I 
explained to my men that he 
feared no lawyer, no crook, 
and no judge and jury. But 
he was frightened to death 
that anybody might accuse 
him of being a boy on a man’s 
errand. That was the reason 
for the endless demands for 
more evidence and still more, 
past human endurance. 


He couldn't afford to lose, 
because a defeat for any other 
district attorney was just a 
defeat, but a defeat for a man 
not yet 30 might well be a 
career - wrecking catastrophe. 
Dewey simply was not. having 
his career wrecked.

As for his stiffness, his pom- 

sity, his chilling lack of en- 
thusiasm—that was the boy 
again, frightened lest some- 
body feel he was an over-en- 
thusiastic kid.

many of them pulled their cow- 
licks when he passed; Gordon 
Was a suave patron of the arts, 
if leggy musicals can be consid- 
ered part of the theater; and he 
had you shot very dead if you 
in any way interfered with his 
larceny.

N THE early twenties he had 
his own gang of pickpockets 
and dope peddlers operating out 
of New York’s lower East Side. 
He was a good executive, seeing to 
it that his boys received the best 
available legal aid, and if the 
available legal aid wasn’t 
enough, the lads went off to jail 
knowing that when they came out 
Waxie’s fat wallet and tailor would

My agents referred to this 
dramatic walk down the hall 
and into the courtroom as 
“Tom’s Parade,” Dewey swung 
along like a conqueror. Any 
crook who watched this parade 
must have felt doomed, be- 
cause the man leading the 
marchers looked as confident 
as the slaughter-house crafts- 
man who swings the sledge-

O WE started to get a few fig- 
S ures. They were hard to come 
by because Waxie was telling 
the truth when he said he signed 
nothing. But Capone hadn’t signed 
anything either. Waxie’s main 
source of income,: we knew, was 
three breweries in New Jersey. He 
had gotten them “on his muscle” 
thusly: The breweries and the dis- 
tribution of their expensive and 
beloved product were controlled 
by Frank Dunn, Jimmy “Bugs” 
Donovan, Fred Werther and James 
Culhane. In September of 1929, 
“Bugs” Donovan was murdered in 
New York City; on March 5 of 
the next year, Dunn was assas- 
sinated in Hoboken; on March 7, 
1930, Werther was shot up in New 
Jersey, but escaped with his life. 
On or about March 5, Culhane 
moved quietly to Yonkers and 
started the Yonkers Brewery. On 
March 5, 1930, the very day Dunn 
was killed, Waxie Gordon moved 
into thé Alexander Hamilton Hotel 


in Paterson, N. J., taking over the 


suite that had just been vacated 
by Culhane. Everything was in 
order for Waxie, save the failure 
of his hoodlums to eradicate

Werther. Werther solved that 
problem by gratefully accepting 
employment under Waxie. 


Special Agent Walter Murphy 
who was directing this investiga- 
tion, sent a few agents into Hobo- 
ken, the distributing center of the 
metropolitan beer industry. We 
also started checking the banks 
and ran into a real headache, 
because most of the banks in that 
area were completely dependent 
upon the huge deposits of the beer- 
peddling hoodlums. The depres- 
sion was at its height and to 
accommodate the hoodlums bank- 
ers were destroying records, per- 
juring themselves, and doing all 
sorts of unusual things with de- 
posits to make them difficult to 
trace. We had to put one staid 
banker in jail. With the depres- 
sion in mind, the following statis- 
tics should explain the great 
efforts made by the bankers to 
please their hoodlum customers. 


Leonard J. Sampson deposited 
$300,000 in checks from beer dis- 
tributors in a month in 1930; L. J. 
Sampson banked $600,000 in an- 
other bank in two months; Harry 
Weber deposited $1,192,000 in 11 
months; Frank Wagner put in 
$250,000 in six weeks and B, J. 
Cowen’s ‘figure was $200,000 in 
seven weeks. We knew the names 
were phonies, and we knew no- 
body was selling any beer in Jersey 
except Waxie Gordon, so the con- 
clusion was simple and the prob- 
lem was once again to prove what 
we knew. 

The above figures were deposits 
up to May 1931. At that time 
Waxie paid us a slight compliment

by filing a $35,000 tax for 1931, 
which was quite a jump for a 
man who had been averaging $33 


in taxes in each of the three pre- 
vious years. 

We checked auto license appli- 
cations and other examples of the 
handwriting of Waxie’s known in- 
timates and quickly established 
that Sam Gurok, manager of the 
Fourth Avenue Hotel; Louis 
(Blackie) Cohen, an intimate of 
Gordon’s, and Murray Luxenberg, 
the gang major-domo in charge of 
fetching coffee, cigarettes and the 
Racing Form, were using the fic- 
titious names at the banks. 

We went over and visited Waxie 
once again in Hoboken. He was 
a very busy man, and curtly re- 
peated, “Come back and see me 
when you got some figures you 
can prove.” 

Now we started auditing Waxie’s 
books the hard way. We knew 
what he was getting for a barrel 
of beer—$50, and we knew it cost 
him $4 to make it, but knowing 
and proving are two different 
things. We checked bank ac- 
counts of real estate companies, 
brewery suppliers, trucking con- 
cerns and such and found a stone 
wall of deceit erected by the theo- 
retically honest business men who 
feared Wakxie’s guns almost as 
much as they dreaded the loss of 
his patronage.

E discovered a_ top-notch 
W trucking concern that had 

had its books rewritten at 
Gordon’s demands, and we came 
across a pair of brothers who 
moved gracefully among the 
elegance of Long Island and 
Park avenue society, but were 
frightened stooges of the great 
ex-pickpocket. They sold him his 
malt. When we proved to them 
that we knew what they were do- 
ing, they talked. With the infor- 
mation they gave we knew ap- 
proximately how much beer Waxie 
was making. They told us they 
had met Gordon once. He had 
run behind in his payments, so 
the brothers humbly called on 
Waxie at his brewery. Waxie 
apologized and pointed out he was 
short of cash, but he would pay 
off the $100,000 debt in a month. 
He did, at the rate of $25,000 each 
week. 

It took very little room and less 
talent to make vast quantities of 
prohibition gin, rye or scotch. A 
closet sink, bottles, labels, alcohol, 
and flavoring, and the conscience 
of an Arab slave trader were all 
@ man needed to turn out $12-per- 
bottle liquor by the case. But beer 
was something else again. Barrels, 
malt, hops and bottles were need- 
ed in vast amounts. And a brew- 
ery was essential, of course, be- 
cause none of the prohibition-day 
alchemists could ever make home 
brew taste like anything but home 
brew, and why pay a half-buck 
a bottle for something you can 
make in the attic? Breweries 
rarely take up less than a full 
city block, often two. 

Breweries were obviously a 
problem for the hoodlums who 
wanted the millions available in 
beer. Building a brewery during 
prohibition was just a _ little too 
raw. It was a financial risk, too, 
because some bedeviled commu- 
nity pillar might close up the new 
brewery and it would be weeks 
before the owner could get it 
running again. So the answer was 
obvious—buy old breweries which 
had closed or buy breweries that 
were making near beer. Near 
beer was legal, but not very popu- 
lar. Nevertheless, the hoods made 
vast quantities of near beer. Or 
said they did. Near beer cannot 
be made without first making real 
beer, so city fathers were not 
overly embarrassed by smoke 
pouring from brewery chimneys 
or other obvious signs of activity.

Gordon had such discipliners as 
Murray Moll, a St. Louis thug who 
was picked up dead on White 
Plains road one night. Moll was 
the hoodlum who perpetrated what 
I always considered the most ar- 
rogant murder ever committed in 
two decades filled with hoodlum 
arrogance. Moll was held in St. 
Paul on a murder charge which 
he beat because none of the wit- 
nesses dared testify, While he 
was under arrest in St. Paul, a 
clerk from a Los Angeles drug 
store came on and identified Moll 
as the man who had robbed his 
store of $23,000. Moll was released 
on bond to appear in Los Angeles. 
He appeared, all right, and the 
day he hit town the drug store

Schultz had such worthies as 
Rocco Delarmi, current where- 
abouts unknown; Bo Weinberg, 
also gone with the winds or the 
tides; and Dannie Iamascia, who 
was silly enough to shoot it out 
with the New York Police Depart- 
ment on Fifth avenue when the 
‘officers attempted (successfully) 
to pick up Danny’s boss, Dutch. 
Dutch came ‘out of the scrape un- 
hurt, although we took out a lien 
|against the $18,600 the police re- 
/'moved from the Dutchman’s pock- 
et. That was the first of a long 
series of clashes the Intelligence 
Unit had with Schultz, the only 
big-time mobster to beat us. When 
we finally got him before one 
jury, he got a hung verdict and 
on the retrial he was acquitted. 
The juries accomplished these 
miracles of charity and wunder- 
standing in the northern district 
of New York. We took another 
aim at him in 1935 for trial in the 
southern district, but somebody 
massacred him in Newark. The 
cognoscenti told us that a rising 
young hoodlum—who had been a 
stool pigeon himself, once—named 
Charles Lucania had watched 
proudly as his hired guns mowed 
down Dutch and three associates. 
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In early 1933 we were about 
ready to indict Waxie Gordon for 
income-tax violations for 1930 and 
1931. We had similar designs on 
Dutch Schultz, so we kept an 
anxious eye—and ear-—on their 
movements. Our eyes told us 
nothing except that Dutch and 
Waxie were no longer around, 
but our ears told us that there 
was serious trouble brewing in 
New York gangland. Beer was 
about to become legal, and beer 
barons Schultz and Gordon found 
themselves in the strange position

LEGISLATION FOR BI-STATE

Mrs. Rawlinson believes comfort 
and beauty in working condition 
pay big dividends.

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5-Masted Training Ship Left 
Uruguay 20 Years Ago, Van- 
ished Without Trace.

Seven days later and 400 miles 
east of the River Plate its last 
message Was wirelessed, “All's 
well.” : 

How a ship with the Koben- 
haven’s equipment could vanish 
from the sea without leaving a 
trace or a clue is one of the sea’s 
great mysteries. 

It. wag a five-masted stee] bark 
ur 52,000 square yards of sail. 
It--~had auxiliary engines and a 
powerful radio. It had a big crew 
, 45 cadets and 15 officers. It had 
ample boats. As sailing ships go, 
it was relatively new. At the time 
of its disappearance it was the 
only five-masted square rigger in 
commission in the world. 

The most plausible theory is that 
it struck floating ice in the South 
Atlantic and sank. 

The loss of the Kobenhaven in- 
gpired a world-wide search that 
ae for years, but nothing came 
of it 


As late as 1936 speculation was 
revived briefly by discovery of 
seven skeletons in the ruins of a 
small boat on a lonely beach in 
Southwest Africa. But this theory 
collapsed when Danish officials in 
Johannesburg said the boat was 
longer than any the Kobenhaven 
carried. 

The latest explanation is that it 
capsized in a big wind and never 
righted itself. 

“She was in ballast and under 
heavy press of sail,” says Capt. 
Charles E. Umstead, principal of 
the merchant marine school of the 
New York Seamen's Church Insti- 
tute. “The winds south of the 
River Plate are cyclonic.” 

Capt. Umstead believes “it hap- 
pened so quickly she never had 
time to send an SOS.” 

On Jan. 14, 1929—exactly one 
month after the Kobenhaven 
cleared Montevideo—Philip Lind- 
gay, a missionary living on the 
lonely island of Tristan da Cunha, 
sighted a big sailing ship in dis- 
tress, its stern nearly awash, drift- 
ing helplessly toward the rocky 


coast. 

A. J. Villiers, a writer of the sea 
who knew the missionary and 
whose earlier career had been 
epent in sailing ships of the South 
Atlantic, devoted much of his time 
to the mystery and is certain that 
the ship was the Kobenhaven. 

Villiers beHeves the ship began 
to sink and was abandoned in the 
night by its cadet crew, who hoped 
to keep near it in lifeboats. But 
the boats and the ship became 
separated, he theorizes, and the 
Kobenhaven was blown across the 
gea like a ship of the dead and 
dashed to splinters on the cliffs of 
Tristan da Cunha. 

“Anyone who knows those parts 
as I do,” he said, “will readily un- 
derstand that the cliffs of Tristan 
da Cunha might grind a hundred 
ships and leave nothing but a 
splinter or two of matchwood.

BIG DELTA, Alaska—Liquor™ 
has become a major issue in 


Alaska, where the consumption 
per capita is higher than any- 
where else under the flag of the 
United States. : 

A committee of representative 
citizens in Fairbanks recently de- 
manded a tightening of Territorial 
liquor laws. The Ministerial As- 
sociation of Anchorage, where the 
American Army has its Alaska 
headquarters, has demanded ces- 
sation of the unrestricted issuance 
of liquor licenses and a bar on 
employment of hostesses to “en- 
courage” sale of whisky. 

Alaska must import practically 
all its supplies. In 1947- whisky 
was by far the most valuable com- 
modity shipped into the Territory. 
The total value of liquor bought 
by Alaskans was $6,715,684. This 
far exceeded the next import in 
terms of value—gasoline, which 
cost $4,856,956. The per capita 
consumption of hard liquor by 
the people of Alaska during 1947 
was 4.6 gallons. 

These figures are based on 
Alaska’s entire population, al- 
though Aleuts in the remote 
Aleutian Islands and Eskimos 
along the Arctic. seacoast rarely 
have access to liquor. 

In few Alaskan communities do 
io where food may be pur- 
chased outnumber those catering 
eee een to the sale of liquor.

Anchorage has 21 grocery stores 
and 21 restaurants; this compares 
with 23 bars and 20 liquor stores.

Christmas shoppers who are 
planning gifts of household ap- 
pliances should have an easy time 
filling their wants this year, For 
the first time since the war many 
makes and models of all the favor- 
ite appliances are in the markets.

Recorders Available. 

In the wire recorder the wire is 
the record.

Every Course From Appetizer to Dessert Can 
Be Cooked Days in Advance 
to Save Time. 


Everyone, including the busy 
homemaker, can sleep as late as 
whim dictates on the holiday 
morning in the home that has a 
home freezer. All the bustle that 
goes with traditional holiday mea] 
preparation can still be indicative 
of holiday spirit but it can take 
place weeks in advance, 

Weeks, even months before the 
holiday, the homemaker can make 
all but the last minute prepara- 
tions, She can, for instance, pre- 
pare and even roast the turkey, 
complete with stuffing, freeze and 
store it in her home freezer, She 
can also prepare and freeze the 
“trimmings” with the special day 
in mind, or when the occasion ar- 
rives she can fill out the menu 
with items from her supply in the 
freezer, 

Frozen Appetizers. 

Crabs and lobsters which are 
to be frozen as appetizers for fu- 
ture use, should be steamed or 
boiled while still alive. They are 
then cooled, the edible meat is 
taken from the shells and pack- 
aged in moisture-vapor-proof con- 
tainers. Since they are cooked 
until done before being frozen 
they require only complete thaw- 
ing for use in cocktails and ap- 
petizers. 

Cooked shrimp toughens during 
storage. Therefore it is best to 
remove the shell from green 
shrimp, clean, package them with- 
out cooking, and freeze. Frozen 
shrimp must be steamed and 
chilled thoroughly before serving. 

To prepare oysters, clams or 
scallops to be frozen for appetizer 
purposes they should be washed in 
cold brine (one and one-half tea- 
spoons to the cup of water) and 
packaged in a liquid-tight con- 
tainer with enough clean brine to 
cover the product completely. This 
prevents discoloration during stor- 
age. They should be thawed com- 
pletely before they are served as 
cocktails or used in cooked dishes. 

Frozen foods can be thawed by 
setting them in their original con- 
tainers,on the refrigerator shelf 
about 12 hours before they are to 
be used, 6r by exposing them to 
room temperature, three hours per 
pound, or by immersing the sealed 
packages in cool water an hour 
or so before using. These foods 
are more perishable after thawing 
and should be cooked or used im- 
mediately. 

Soup as First Course. 

Some soups, such as onion and 
creamed soups, may be made 
thick and concentrated and frozen. 
They are thinned at the time of 
reheating. In other instances, the 
basic ingredients such as oysters 
for stew, or meat stock and con- 
somme may be frozen. Concen- 
trated meat stock can be prepared 
from leftover bones and bits of 
meat, cooled quickly, strained and 
frozen. 

Soups should be put into sturdy, 
moisture-vapor-proof containers or 
glass jars for freezing: Allow 
plenty of headroom for expansion 
during freezing, about one or one

Frozen grapefruit, pineapple, 
berries and melons are among the 
fruits especially. desirable for serv- 


meal. Before freezing they should 
be prepared as for serving, then 
packaged in moisture-vapor-proof 
containers. 

Poultry and Meats. 

Poultry or meat for the holiday 

meal should be of good quality. 
While freezing preserves the orig- 
inal quality, it does not improve it. 
Poultry may be prepared and 
stuffed so that it is all ready to 
roast. Giblets should be wrapped 
in parchment paper and placed in 
body cavity. Meats to be frozen 
require little preparation except 
the removal of sharp bones which 
might interfere with packaging. 
* All meats and poultry should be 
carefully packaged to prevent 
drying out. Wrappings must be 
moisture and vapor proof as well 
as free from odor or flavor. Al- 
ways make the packages as com- 
pact as possible to exclude air, 
and place them in the freezer im- 
mediately. Frozen meat and 
poultry is cooked just as fresh 
produce is after it has been 
thawed. 

If meat or poultry is put in the 
oven before thawing is completed, 
additional cooking time must be 
allowed. If it is roasted from the 
completely frozen state, it will 
require approximately double the 
usual cooking time. 

Where poultry or meat has been 
cooked before freezing, it must 
be thawed. It may then be served 
cold or reheated before serving. 
If poultry is stuffed and roasted 
before freezing, stuffing should 
be removed and packaged sepa- 
rately in order to shorten thawing 
time. When the bird is to be 
served the dressing need only be 
partially thawed before 
placed in a greased, covered cas- 
serole and warmed in a moderate 
or 350-degree oven. A few drops 
of boiling water, added to dress- 
ing,, create steam which makes 
dressing fluffy. The cover should 
be removed during the last min- 
utes of heating. 

Freezing Vegetables. 

White potatoes are one of few 
vegetables which do not freeze 
well. Sweet potatoes, on the other 
hand, may be cooked, candied 
and then frozen without losing 
flavor. Squash and beets are well 
cooked before freezing and need 
only to be reheated to serving 
temperature. 

Frozen vegetables are placed 
unthawed in a small amount of 
boiling salted water in a covered 
saucepan. Corn on the cob should

Home-Maker Should Know 
Some Electrical Principles 


Knowledge Can Mean 


More Efficient Use of 


Appliances and Guarding Against 
Hazards. 


The homemaker in an electric 
kitchen has at her fingertips the 
applications of textbook theory 
that can make her the equivalent 
of a full assembly line crew. 


A flip of a switch and electricity 
begins to do its work, whether or 
not the operator knows anything 
about its principles of action. The 
wise homemaker acquaints her- 
self as much as possible with this 
servant and learns how it works. 

Correct electric terminology in 
the kitchen is not always possible 
without becoming too technical, so 
one resorts to a kind of analogy. 
One commonly used is that be- 
tween the electrical system and 
the water system, When a water 
faucet is opened, water flows from 
the faucet into the air because 
the pressure on the water in the 
faucet is greater than that of the 
air. In an electrical system, the 
unit is measured in volts. The 
unit in common usage for desig- 
nating current flow, similar to 
gallons of water per minute, is 
the ampere. 

Under ordinary conditions, an 
electrical pressure is required to 
start the flow of electricity 
through a substance and to keep 
it flowing. Aptly enough, this has 
brought about the idea of the “re- 
sistance” of substances to the flow 
of electricity. Substances having 
a high resistance are called insu- 
lators; those with low resistance 
are the conductors. One of the 
important things to know about 
the resistance of a substance is 
that the larger the path through 
which the current is to travel, the 
less resistance is offered to the 
flow of electricity. 


The watt is the basic unit of 
electric power. A kilowatt is 1000 
watts. When a power of one kilo- 
watt is used for an hour, the re- 
sult is the utilization of one kilo- 
watt-hour of energy. If current 
flows through a 1500-watt appli- 
ance continuously for two hours, 
three kilowatt hours would be 
utilized. 


Electrical erlergy is the com- 
modity sold to the homemaker by 
the power company. The kilowatt- 
hour is the unit upon which the 


tric current flows, electrical en- 
ergy is being transformed into 
some other form of energy. Chem- 
ical effects of an electric current 
are of little importance in the 
kitchen. The last two effects are 
related closely in that -most of 
the mechanical effects are sec- 
ondary to the magnetic effects 


brought about. Application of | 


these effects in the kitchen I!s 
made in the various motors such 
as are involved in the mixer and 
the ventilating fan. , 
Electrical Heat. 


Heating effects are always pres- 
ent when an electric current flows. 
The problem of having electricity 
produce heat in quantity where 
it is wanted and of minimizing 
its production where it is not de- 
sired is one of the basic applica- 
tions of electrical theory, 


In any electrical circuit in 
which only heat energy is trans- 
formed from electrical energy, the 
amount of heat energy produced 
is directly proportional to the 
number of watts in the circuit 
and the time. A 1000-watt appli- 
ance will develop twice as much 
heat in a certain time as will one 
of 500 watts. A 500-watt appli- 
ance in use for two hours develops 
as much heat as one of 1000 watts 
in use for one hour. 


The three-heat switch is used 
with a heating unit having two 
coils of equal resistance. As the 
switch is turned to the different 
positions, One coil is used singly 
or the two are connected together 
in different ways to produce dif- 
ferent total resistances in the 
unit and a resultant. different 
number of watts. 

The current flowing through 
wires leading to a heating unit is 
the same as that through the 
unit. Heat will be developed in 
the lead wireg in proportion to 
their resistance. Therefore the 
cord used for leading from wall 
outlets to lamps and other lower- 
wattage appliances is smaller than 
that used for the higher wattage 
ones. Since the current to the 
lower-wattage appliances is less, 
no more heat will be developed 
in the smaller-sized (higher-re- 
sistance) wires to be used with 
the appliances. to which larger 
currents are flowing. 

“Heater” cord contains asbestos 
fiber or some other flame-retard- 
ant material in case it is used 
under conditions of extremely 
high current. “Light” or “lamp” 
cord should not be used as a lead 
to or as an extension cord to a 
heating appliance of high wattage 
input. The heat developed in the 
cord would deteriorate the insu- 
lation, thus causing a_ short cir- 
cuit which in turn might cause a 
fire, Lead wires are always elec- 
trically insulated and the. heat 
generated during current flow 
causes temperature rises in them 
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Kitchen Planning Integrates 


Centers of This Busy Workshop 


Storage, Preparation and Cleanup Areas Effi- 
cient When Grouped and Teamed 
With Cabinets. 


For every 20 families there are 
probably 20 ideal plans, each one 
different from the other, each one 
concerned with solving a problem. 
In one family there are babies 
who must be supervised while the 
mother works in the kitchen. In 
another there are high school stu- 
dents who bring in their friends 
for after-school refreshments. 
Each of these families presents its 
own problem which can be solved 
satisfactorily perhaps with re- 
arrangement, perhaps with the 
addition of equipment. 


Someone has said that kitchen 
planning is the bringing together 
or integrating the centers of this 
workshop. Food preparation is 
the most important activity car- 
ried on in the kitchen. Before this 
is possible, supplies must be 
brought in and stored. Perishable 
foods must be stored in the refrig- 
erator, others must be washed and 
trimmed before storing, others are 
stored in wall or base cabinets. 
While a meal is being prepared, 
some foods must be washed, 
scraped or peeled at the sink. 
Others are prepared at a fiat 
work surface. Foods are then 
cooked at the range, served from 
there or nearby flat surface and 
taken to the dining area. At the 
end of a meal, dishes are brought 
back to the sink, leftovers are 
stored in the refrigerator, the 
dishes are washed at the sink and 
put away for the next meal. De- 
pending on the number of activi- 
ties carried on in a kitchen, other 
centers may be included. A dining 
center is the most usual added. A 
planning center, play area, sewing 
or freezing center might be in- 
cluded. In some instances the 
laundry is included as a center. 


Today’s storage of food is logical- 
ly governed by the automatic re- 
frigerator. This work center is 
best placed near a service en- 
trance where packages are car- 
ried in. It should also be near 
the dining room. A counter with 
cabinets above and below is also 
excellent Since the counter affords 
a surface on which to set the food 
before it is sorted for storage. 


Food Preparation Center. 

The food preparation center 
which is the sink, should be so 
located as to provide an efficient 
working relationship with the re- 
frigerator and range. Cabinets 
where supplies can be stored and 
utensils can be placed should be 
reached easily without wasted 
steps. There should be enough 
counter space, including a heavy 
maple board for cutting, slicing, 
chopping or paring. 

Cabinets near the sink offer 
storage space for sOaps, washing 
powders, silver polish and dish 
towels. The colander, wire strain- 
er, coffeemaker, double boiler, in 
fact anything that requires water 
should be stored at this center. 

Cooking center. 

The range is a kind of continua- 
tion of the preparation center. 
Around it are grouped the uten- 
sils used in the actual preparation 
of food. There should also be 
counter space here for food prep- 
aration before it is brought to the 
stove and for the dishes and pans 
removed from it. Wall cabinets 
over the range may provide stor- 


to take care of the necessary 
mending. 

Along with the emphasis upon 
logical arrangement and equip- 
ping of a kitchen, the homemaker 
must be able to evaluate trend. 
Some practices are _ short-lived. 
Those rooted in common sense, 
pass through a series of modifica- 
tions until they fit into everyday 
use. 

Just now, there is a trend to 
eliminate the dining room. In 
newer house plans there is space 
for eating in the kitchen. This 
may be a space in a corner win- 
dow, a small nook, or Merely a 
snack bar. There is a gay infor- 
mality about such meals, especial- 
ly when the table is set with 
bright pottery dishes, practical or 
eye appealing accessories. 

With the allure of candlelight, 
crystal and fine china, no home- 
maker is completely happy with 
informal dining. Therefore even 
the tiniest house should consider 
two dining centers and the kitch- 
en should be planned accordingly. 


Convenience Important. 


Over-all dimensions of kitchens 
mean little to most homemakers. 
Their reactions are based on the 
convenience and the fact that 
there should be the minimum need 
for retracing steps. When figur- 
ing the dimensions of a new 
house, the basic size of cabinets, 
sink, range, refrigerator doors and 
the way they swing, dictate the 
length of walls, and the placement 
of windows and doors. Surfaces 
on floors and cabinet tops should 
be the kind that cleans easily. 
Good and adequate lighting must 
also be considered in kitchen plan- 
ning. 

Along with the planning of light 
and the scientific saving of steps, 
color enters into the successful 
picture. Color engineers have ar- 
rived at some very interesting 
facts régarding the effects of col-- 
or on the surfaces that surround 
us. Some colors have a stimulat- 
ing effect; others are restful. 
Some colors produce nervous re- 
actions, others induce monotony, 


In daylight a highly reflective 
wall color will take full advantage 
of the light coming in at the win- 
dows. With the new application 
of artificial lighting, a highly re- 
flective wall surface will add just 
that much more in total candle 
power, White is the most highly 
reflective color and therefore it is 
standard color for cabinets and 
equipment, 

To keep a kitchen from looking 
like a laboratory these many 
white surfaces may be com- 
bined with gay wall paper 
or painted walls in warm or 
bright hues. Colors are individual 
decisions. However, since a kitch- 
en is usually so full of activity, 
clear hues like sunny yellow, 
cherry red, robin’s egg blue or 
lettuce green do well. The amount 
of light in a kitchen will affect 
the choice of color. 

In choosing the color for a floor 
covering there are practical as 
well as aesthetic considerations. 
If there is much tracking into the

mobile accidents. And more of 
these accidents occur in the 
kitchen than in any other room in 


the house. ) 
The first and most important 


habit to acquire for safety’s se 


is the habit of planning. For in- 
stance: meals may be planned by 
the day or the week. The further 
ahead they are outlined, the more 
rush and bustle and health haz- 
ards can be eliminated. If food 
shopping is planned along with 
the meals, such hazards can 
reduced still further. 

For personal safety the home 
maker should not wear ruffles, 
sashes, belts or trimmings which 
might catch on protruding objects. 
Since high heels cause fatigue and 
may cause tripping it is wise te 
wear low heeled shoes. Dangling 
jewelry is also dangerous when 
one is working around the 
kitchen. It is wise also to sew up 
torn pockets and hems as théy 
may catch on objects or caus® 
falls, 

_ Electrical Equipment. 
After she has streamlined her 
own appearance the homemaker 
should examine electrieal equip- 
ment and tools. She should get 
the best within her budget for her 
job, She should study labels to 
see whether the products con- 
tribute to safety. She should 
know, for example, that the ab- 
breviation “Und. Lab. Insp.” 
printed on a little paper band on 
an appliance or cord means that 
the merchandise has been ine 
spected by the Underwriters’ Lab- 
oratories, Inc. In case of an iron 
cord this label is assurance that 
the cord is better than cords 
bought a few years ago. If the 
band is gold, the cord has met 
even higher safety standards. 


The homemaker is cheating her- 
self and her family out of the 
safety to which they are entitled 
if she does not use it so there is 
no danger of an accident, When 
she acquires mechanical equip- 
ment for her kitchen, one of her 
responsibilities is to study the in- 
structions for operation until ac- 
curate use has become established. 
Here are a few hints for safety: 


1. Check and inspect all elec- 
trical equipment carefully at 
stated intervals. Clean and oil 
as directed by the manufacturer, 
Before cleaning electrical equip- 
ment, make certain that the cur- 
rent is off and the appliance is 
cool, 

2. Disconnect electrical appli- 
ances by pulling the plug, not the 
cord, from the outlet. 


3. Keep electric cords and ap- 
pliances dry, and never touch 
them with wet hands or while 
standing on a wet floor. If electric 
percolators and other small heat- 
ing appliances are used, an as- 
bestos-insulated cord is necessary, 
All appliances which are used in 
damp spots should have moisture 
resistant cords. Appliance cords 
should be attached to a permanent 
convenience outlet and not to a 
drop cord. Extension cords should 
not be used as substitutes for . 
convenience outlets. 


4. When a fuse blows, find out 
the cause and correct it. Then put 
in a new fuse of proper size, not 
a penny or other substitute. 

Using Knives Safely. 

Kitchen tools should be select- 
ed carefully. Pots and pans should 
have rigid handles, knives should 
keep a sharp edge. Sharp knives 
are safer than dull ones since 
they do not require so much pres- 
sure and therefore do not slip so 
readily during cutting. 


Aiways cut away from 
body. 


Keep knives in a drawer or 
knife rack out of reach of the 
children. 


Never run to answer the phone 
or doorbell with a sharp knife in 
hand.

“Op” standards went into effect 
January 1, 1947. Each one of 
these seventeen specifications is 
designed to provide high mini- 
mum performance and conven- 
fence advantages over and above 
the requirements for gas ranges 
which meet the basic American 
Standards Association and the 
American Gas Association Labor- 
atories safety and performance 
standards: 


Requirements for automatic gas 
ranges bearing the “CP” trade- 
mark of the Gas Applianct Man- 
ufacturers Association, in addi- 
tion to their own brand names, 
are set by the Gas Appliance 
Manufacturers Association on rec- 
ommendations made by leading 
ges range manufacturers, gas 
utilities, home economists and 
cooking experts. These require- 
ments are reviewed at regular in- 
tervals to make sure that they 
provide the consumer with up-to- 
the-minute performance and con- 
venience advantages. The “CP” 
trademark can be used onlv on 
ranges made by members of the 
Gas Appliance Manufacturers As- 
sociation, whose gas rances meet 
Or surpass the high “CP” speci- 
fications. 

Laboratory Tested. 

After a “CP” model has been 
built, it must be tested by an 
accredited laboratory other than 
the manufatturer’s, to make sure 
it meets the rigid “CP” require- 
ments. As a further precaution, 
laboratory engineers make un- 
echeduled inspections on factory 
production lines. This is a con- 
sumer advantage to make “CP” 
an unbiased buying gulde. 

Not all automatic gas ranges 
bearing the “CP” trademark are 
alike. Many manufacturers’ mod- 
els far exceed the “CP” require- 
ments. In addition each manu- 
facturer adds performance and 
convenience features created in 
his own test kitchens and engi- 
neering laboratories.

FLUORESCENT LAMPS SOURCE 
OF EFFICIENT COOL LIGHT 


The fluorescent lamp since its tas 


advent on the market in 1938, has 
been the subject of dispute as a 
means of home lighting, In the 
beginning, this lamp was bally- 
hooed as the solution to the prob- 
lem of home lighting. It has a 
high light output and a relatively 
low cui rent consumption. 
Fluorescent lighting was first 
used in the kitchen, bathroom and 
laundry of the home. These first 
tubes were of the adaptor type 
with exposed tubes, and the early 
installations were entirely inade- 
quate, according to a lighting au- 
thority. This condition, along 
with others, spread the opinion 
that fluorescent lighting was un- 
satisfactory for home use. 
Fluorescent lamps are among 
the most efficient light sources 
ever made. Where long lines of 
continuous light are needed as in 
coves, valances, in cornices, over 
bookcases and other architectural 
lighting features these lamps can 
be used to great advantage. Their 
small diameter makes them espe- 
cially well adapted to ceiling fix- 
tures and other installations where

Switching shortens the life of 
fluorescent bulbs. It is therefore 
advisable to turn them off or on 
only when necessary. -For this 
reason it is wise not to use these 
lamps in a passage, closet, or 
stairway where lamps are switched 
on and off many ‘times during 
the day or evening. 

Daylight fluorescent lamps are 
not color matching lights. They 
are for color discrimination. Lamps 
should not be where they can be 
seen. Shaded fluorescent light is 
much more attractive. Where a 
concentrated spot of light is de- 
sired the resuits are much better 
if incandescent light is used. Cold 
weather or drafts, using fluores- 
cent lamps in Christmas displays 
and thus exposing them to the 
cold may cause them not to light. 
And last, fluorescent lamps can- 
not be looked upon as a cureall 
for every lighting difficulty.

AUTOMATIC CLOTHES DYERS 
“PART OF HOME LAUNDRY 


Automatic clothes dryers are 
included in modern ironing equip- 
ment in the home laundry because 
they are labor savers. The use 
of-a dryer saves much of the ef- 
fort of ironing since no wrinkles 
are pressed in. 

The contribution to household 
efficiency made by the clothes 
dryer is great. Many times sup- 
plies of towels and linens are lim- 
ited. Clothes dried in an auto- 
matic dryer come out with a fluf- 
fy absorbent finish. 

There are two types of automat- 
ic dryers, the cabinet and the 
tumbler type. In both types 
heated dry air passes slowly in 
and out of a drying chamber in 
which the wet clothes are placed. 
In the cabinet type the clothes 
are hung over rods in the same 
fashion as they are when line- 
dried. In the tumbler type, wet 
clothes are placed in a perforated 
metal basket which revolves slow- 
ly while the heated air passes in 
and out over the clothes as they 
tumble around in the moving bas- 
ket. 
Heat for drying is supplied 
either by gas or electricity. In 
some dryers, a small fan circu- 
lates the heat and helps carry off 
the moisture from the clothes. 
When a fan is used it operates 
electrically. 

Modern dryer cabinets are of 
sturdy high-grade ‘bonderized 
steel, or other rust-resistant metal. 
Some of the electric dryers match 
the electric washer in design. 
They are finished in chip and 
stain resistant enamel which is 
durable and easy to clean. 

These clothes dryers are easy 
to operate. Their action is con- 
trolled by dials. One dial controls 
the drying time, which in turn is 
regulated to provide the best tem- 
perature for drying different fab- 
rics. It stops the dryer automat- 
ically at the proper time. On one 
dryers the clock shuts off the 
heating element and allows the 
dryer to revolve for about five 
minutes, cooling and airing the 
clothés before they are to be re- 
moved. Some dryers are stopped 
by manual control. Clothes can be 
added or taken from the dryer at 
any time during the drying period. 
Thus different articles can be 
removed when they have the right 
|degree of dampness for ironing. 
Most clothes will be dry enough 
to iron in about 15 or 25 minufes, 
depending on their thickness. The 
lint remaining on the clothes after 
they have been washed is auto- 
matically deposited in a lint catch- 
er which can be removed and 
cleaned. 

Another convenience feature on 
some models is a floodlight inside 
the drum or cabinet. This interior 
light allows the inspection of 
clothes at any time. The light 
may be turned off by the switch 
or it may be operated by opening 
the loading door.

Close at hand, if space allows 
should be a dropped counter with 
no cabinets where a comfortable 
chair will fit. This counter may 
have a cutting board inset for 
cutting or other jobs. If'a coun- 
ter is not practical, a pull-out 
shelf may be installed.

Sufficiént Outlets, 

In planning the kitchen it is 
important to make sure that 
enough electricity flows into it 
to serve all needs. Service en- 
trance equipment of ample size, 
sufficient circuits of adequate ca- 
pacity and a sufficient number of 
convenience outlets are needed. 

There should be duplex conven- 
fence outlets at table height near 
each work surface for plugging 
in toaster, mixer, juicer, coffee 
maker, waffle iron, baker, roaster 
etc.; also outlets for kitchen radio 
and electric’ clock. There should 
be light over’the food preparation 
center and range with a central" 
lighting fixture controlled by a 
switch at the door; outlets for in- 
side lighting of cabinets; an ex- 
haust fan; iridividual circuits for 
other heavy load equipment, 


REFLECTOR BULB 


The reflector lamp bulb is desig- 
nated by the letter “R.” It is of 
blown glass whose inner surface 
is coated with a bright, reflecting 


finish. The reflector spot lamp dif- 


fers from the flood lamp in the 
type of frosting on the end of the 
bulb. It is heavier than the flood 
lamp and produces a greater dif- 
fusion of light. The reflector lamp 
is available in 150-watt and 300- 
watt sizes.

THREE REQUIREMENTS MUST 
BE MET IN IES LAMPS 


Contrary to the belief of many, 
the phrase “certified I.E.S. lamp” 
indicates a standard. In 1934, the 
Illuminating Engineering Society 
prepared a technical foundation 


for the improvement of portable 
lamps and issued specifications 
for. “Better Sight” lamps. Those 
which met these specifications 
were known as certified IES. 
lamps, The specifications covered 
11 points on illumination for see- 
ing safety, 14 on electrical safety, 
and 29 on mechanical safety. De- 
sign was not specified. 

In appearance one of these 
lamps could be whatever the de- 
signer wished, so long as the elec- 
trical, mechanical and lighting re- 
quirements were fulfilled. The 
first of these lamps was designed 
to improve the lighting conditions 


in student rooms and came. to, be} 


known, especially to the lighting 
industry, as a “study and reading” 
lamp. : 

Certain procedures involved the 
Illuminating Engineering Society 
in activities which it felt were out- 
side its functions. The insignia on 
the tag was withdrawn .but the 
specifications remained.

Safety Features, Pilot Light 8

The housewife who does her 
own washing for a large family 
looks forward. to the day when 


she will be the possessor of an- 
ether laundry aid, the electric 
froner. 

Basically, the froner operates on 
the same principle as the hand 
fron, that is, a heated surface is 
applied with pressure to a damp- 
ened surface. The soleplate of the 
iron corresponds to the shoe of 
‘the froner and the padded role or 
flatplate of ironer corresponds to 
the padded ironing beard. 

Automatic ironers are divided 
into two general types, the rotary 
and the flatplate. In the rotary 
type the material to be ironed is 
placed between a concave heated 
shoe and a padded revolving roll. 
The revolution of the roll passes 
the clothes along without effort, 
while the heated shoe, pressing 
against it, gives a smooth, wrinkle- 
free finish to the material. 

One end of the roll is attached 
to the frame, the other is open, 
allowing ease in ironing circular 
garments of single thickness. This 
free end also makes the ironing of 
wide pieces, such as sheets, table- 
eloths and ruffles and gathers 
much easier. Some models have 
both ends open. The roll length 
is usually 26 inches, although it 
may vary from 18 to 30 inches. 
The rolls are well padded and 
have rigid support to maintain 
pressure, yet are resilient enough 
to protect buttons. The covers 
are removable for laundering. 

Shoe of Ironer. 

The shoe is made of a highly pol- 
that is a good conductor of heat. 
taht is a good conductor of heat. 
Chrome-plated steel is used on 
some makes. On others, the shoe 
is of alloys that conduct heat well. 
The back of the shoe on most 
models is insulated to prevent loss 
of heat and to protect the fingers 
from the hot shoe edges. The 
shoe is heated by one, more often 
by two, and in one ironer by three, 
separate electrical elements, as- 
suring heat concentration on the 
end in use and preventing scorch- 
fing of the other end of the roll. 
Today all ironers are thermostat- 
ically controlled, making it pos- 
sible to select and maintain the 
proper temperature for different 
fabrics. 

The action of shoe and roll may 
be controlled by hand. knee or foot 
control; the latter leaves the hands 
free to guide and feed the clothes 
in the ironer. Many troners of- 
er both since this gives more flex- 

ility. The control lever is de- 
gigned to provide a two-speed roll, 
; fast and a slow’ speed. This 
eature enables the user to adjust 
to the speed she desires in iron- 
ing intricate pieces. It also facil- 
itates learning how to use the 
froner. 

Modern froners have many safe- 
ty and convenience features. Some 
of the safety features are a switch | 
which automatically shuts off the 
¢urrent when the cover is closed; 
é@ red pilot light to show that the 
eurrent is on; and an emergency 
release bar which separates the 
ghoe from the roll in case power 
failure occurs. thus preventing the 
peorching of clothes.

Fiatplate Ironer. 

This type consists of a padded 
flat ironing surface called the 
buck, and a flat metal shoe which 
may have one or two heating ele- 
ments, The material to be ironed 
is placed between the shoe and 
the buck. On most models these 
two surfaces are on a slant to 
bring the work into handy posi- 
tion when sitting and to clear it 
of confusing shadows. Like the 
roll of a rotary ironer, the buck 
should be well padded so it has 
enough “give” to accommodate 
uneven bulk, and the cover should 
be removable for washing. A light- 
weight fire resistant material has 
been developed for use as a cover. 
This does not blaze if the ironer 
becomes overheated, and it can 
be sponged without removing it 
from the ironer roll or buck, 

The flatplate ironer, like the 
rotary type, is designed for easy 
operation. Temperatures are con- 
trolled by thermostats. All con- 
trols and dials are located within 
easy reach of the seated operator. 
There is uniform pressure through- 
out the shoe and the padded sur- 
face. On at least one model, the 
excess moisture from steam col- 
lects in a glass cup which can be 
removed and emptied as needed. 
Most of the improvements and 
safety features found on the ro- 
tary type ironer are also incorpor- 
ated in the flatplate ironers. 
Some ironers are equipped with 
casters, making it possible to 
move them from place to place if 
desired. One model folds into a 
neat cabinet which takes only 16 
inches of floor space, 


USE OF PRESSURE COOKER 


While cooking in a pressure 
saucepan on top of the stove is 
known to many housewives, the 
idea of using a pressure cooker 
in the cooker well of an electric 
range is still comparatively new. 
One of the principal advantages 
is that there are still three sur- 
face units available. The cooker 


is handled in the same way as 


it would be on ae. surtste unit. 
Medium heat will Osually main- 
tain the pressure required. 

The cooker should always be re- 
moved from the well as soon as 
cooking time is completed. When 
the recipe calls for immediate re- 
duction of pressure the cooker 
may be held under the cold water 
faucet, avoiding the over-pressure 
plug, or the cooker may be set in 
a pan of cold water. Qgher recipes 
call for slow reduction of pres- 
sure. In this case the cooker is 
allowed to stand until pressure 
reduces.

OVEN COOKED MEALS 
ADD VARETY TO MENU 


Properly Planned Complete 
Meal May Be Prepared 
in One Operation. 


A surprising number of cooking 
operations can be done in the 
oven of the electric range. Food 
can be baked, roasted, braised, 
broiled, and vegetables can be 
steamed. . 

-Baking is the cooking of flour 
mixtures at a maintained tempera- 
ture. These should always be re- 
moved from the oven as soon 
as they are completely baked. 
Roasting is the cooking of meats 
by dry heat. Meats are usually 
roasted in a shallow, uncovered 
pan with no moisture added and 
at low temperature. The length of 
cooking time depends on_ the 
weight of the meat. 

Basting is not necessary be- 
cause natura] basting occurs as 
the fat melts and runs down over 
the meat. Braising can be done on 
the surface of the range, in the 
cooker or in the oven. This means 
long time cooking in moist heat 
after brownin as been done. 
Chickens too old for frying, swiss 
steak and some chops are good 
for braising. The food is browned 
in hot fat, water is added, the pan 
covered and cooking ig done ‘at a 
low temperature around $25 de- 
grees for one or two hours. 

Vegetables that are cooked on 
the surface or in the cooker can 
also be steamed in the oven, thus 
making it possible to combine 
them with oven meals. Foods to be 
steamed must have water added, 
usually one-half cup, and must be 
cooked in ‘a covered container. 
They require longer cooking in the 
oven than on the surface use 
the heat is indirect. 

Oven Meals, 


The process of roasting, baking | 


and steaming can be combined 
to make complete oven meals. If 
the automatic timer is properly 
used in the cooking of oven meals, 
it can be a time saver. A com- 
plete oven meal might include 
mock chicken casserole, tomato 
pudding, baked spinach, and hot 
rolls, -For dessert scalloped apples 
are very good and low in cost. 

The food should be set in a cold 
oven, the temperature get at 375 
degrees and the cooking time 30 
minutes. The bake position of the 
switch for ovens having separate 
temperature and oven switch con- 
trols is used. 

Moek Chicken Casserole. 

Four tablespoons butter, four 
tablespoons flour, two and one- 
half cups milk, one can tuna fish, 
three-fourths package potato 
chips, one-half cup sliced fresh or 
canned mushrooms, 

Melt butter, add flour and mix; 
add milk and cook over low heat, 
stirring all the while until it is 
a medium cream sauce, Flake 
tuna fish and mix with crumbled 
potato chips, mushrooms and 
cream sauce, Put in a casserole 
and cover with potato chips, 

Tomato Pudding. 

Two cans tomato puree, one 
cup brown sugar, a pinch of salt, 
two cups bread cubes, six table- 
spoons margarine. 

Mix puree, sugar and salt and 
cook until thick. Put bread cubes 
in greased casserole, and melted 
margarine and tomato mixture. 
Do not cover. 

Baked Spinach. 

Two to three cups cooked spin- 
ach and pepper, salt to taste, half 
a cup finely chopped onion, two 
tablespoons butter. Put layer of 
spinach in greased casserole. Add 
seasoning and part of finely 
chopped onion. Repeat until] all 
spinach is used. Dot with butter. 
Do not, cover. 

Scalloped Apples. . 

Six to eight cooking apples, 
three-fourths cup sugar, cinnamon 
and nutmeg, two tablespoons but- 
ter, half a cup water. Peel and 
quarter apples. Put a layer of 
apples in casserole. Season with 
sugar, Cinnamon and nutmeg. Re- 
peat until all: apples are used. 
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Dot with butter and add water.’

During the latter half of the 
nineteenth century many attempts 
were made to apply electrical heat 
to cooking. In 1890 the first com- 
plete meal was cooked electrically 
at a banquet held in England. 
The purpose of the experiment

through them produce heat, The 
problem, however, was to find a 
wire for thie use which would 
not melt, would not be subject to 
rapid oxidation’ and not be too 
costly. 

In 1907 nickekchromium alloys 
were found: to withstand these 
high temperatures and this dis- 
covery made possible the manu- 


facture of ‘electric ranges on a 


commercial scale, By 1936 the 
pioneering stage in the basic con- 
struction and operating features 
was at an end and manufacturers 
were on their way. 

Basic Construction. 

While every manufacturer of 
electric ranges has added refine- 
ments which. are common only to 
his product, the body or chassis 
very much the same. It is con- 
etructed as a complete unit with 
the frame welded into a single 
piece of steel, reinforced by steel 
supports. This all-in-one con- 
struction gives rigidity, prevents 
off-balance sagging, and eliminates 
dirt-catching seams and bolt heads. 
It also makes possible a smooth, 
all-over enamel] surface. The en- 
tire range is finished in easy-to 
clean porcelain which makes it 
rust and corrosion proof. Range 
cooking tops are usually finished 
in a special stain-resisting por- 
celain. 

The great convenience of table- 
top ranges, designed at a conveni- 
ent height to correlate with other 
kitchen work surfaces, is respon- 
sible for their popularity. This 
free area provides space for hot 
cooking utensils while transfer- 
ring food from cooking units to 
the serving dishes. 

Standard models of electric 
ranges are usually designed with 
one large and two or three smaller 
surface units. The variation of 
size of unit accommodates the 
cooking of larger or smaller quan- 
tities of food in utensils of re- 
spective size. These surface units 
are grouped in a variety of ways, 
thus making a wide choice avail- 
able to the home maker. The units 
may be grouped on the right 
or left half of the range top, leav- 
ing the remainder for additional 
work surface. With other ar- 
rangements, the cooking units are 
placed in the middie section of 
the range, thus providing a strip 
of work space at either end, or 
at either end of the range with 
work surface between. 

Each unit has a variety of 
heats, thus making it possible to 
select the best one for the job. 
These heats are obtained by turn- 
ing the switch. The construction 
of the units, the wiring and watt- 
age vary with the individual man- 
ufacturer. The heats range from 
low simmer to fast fry. The power 
input of surface units varies from 
1200 to 2200 watts. 

Switches are placed either on 
the front ef the range just below 
the cooking surface or on a back 
panel. All individual switch knobs 
are marked so that each unit can 
be easily distinguished: In some 
ranges, small signal lights indi- 
cate which switches are furned 


on. 
Types of Units. 

The tubular surface. unit is an 
enclosed unit, The resistance wire 
of nickel-chromium is sealed in a 
casing of stainless metal to pro- 
tect it from injury and corrosion. 
Magnesium oxide power is used 
to insulate the heating wire from 
this: casing and also to act as a 
heat conductor. The tube, com- 
plete with heating element and in- 
sulation is coiled. Its top surface 
may be flattened for efficient con- 
tact with the bottom of cooking 
utensils. 

Ring type units consist of heat- 
fing elements enclosed in two or 
three smooth, flat-top concentric 
rings. Here the nickel-chromium 
wire coils are embedded in an 
insulating material between metal 
d These concentric metal 
rings transfer heat by direct con- 
tact. The inner ring alone may 
be energized for heating small 
diameter utensils. Heat from addi- 
tional rings may be utilized for 
larger utensils. 

Cast metal units consist of flat 
cast plates with coils of heater 
wire installed in channels formed 
on the underside and embedded in 
insulating material. The unin- 
dented flat top provides broad 
sm Rg contact with cooking uten-

Efficient, Glareless Light Can 
Be Obtained With Proper 
Fixtures. 


_——— 


Lighting, in recent years, has 
become an integra] part of interior 
de‘oration. Fixtures have become 
more functional, the use of light 
in architectural elements is in- 
creasing. 

Good lighting is the result of 
research. It means lamps, fix- 
tures, and light sources all blend- 
ed to balance usefulness with dec- 
orative requirements. The best 
lighting is planned when a house 
is still in the blue print stage. 
The principles, however, are the 
same whether you build, remodel 
or redecorate. 

Residential lighting equipment 
includes, portable lamps, ceiling 
fixtures, wall brackets and archi- 
tectural lighting. Lamps may be 
likened to the spots of color that 
are used to pick up a decorative 
scheme. Ceiling fixtures and wall 
brackets are permanent and may 
be direct, diffuse and indirect with 
several gradations. Indirect light- 


‘ing fixtures direct almost all the 


light upward to the ceiling. The 


color of ceiling and walls is im- | 


portant as the lighter colors re- 
flect more light into. the room 
than the darker ones, Ceiling fix- 
|tures provide general illumination. 
Contrary to many beliefs, ceiling 
|fixtures are not a thing of the 
past. They add much to the flex- 
ibility of a room’s lighting and 
' provide an additional source of 
illumination for the center of the 
| room. 


Choice of Fixtures.

There should be no glare from 

the light. A bulb shining through

A lighting fixture should be ef- 
ficient. This is the ratio between 
the amount of light emitted and 
the total quantity of light pro- 
duced by the light bulbs alone. 
If the total output of light of a 
lamp is 100 per cent and a test 
of the fixture shows that 25 per 
cent of light produced is absorbed 
within the fixture it means that 
the efficiency of the fixture is 
only 75 per cent. Dark colors in 
shades should be avoided because 
they reduce the efficiency of a 
lamp. Some opaque materials 
such as aluminum, silvered glass, 
etc., provide reflecting surfaces. 
The shape of a fixture is also a 
factor in efficiency. 

One 100-watt lamp bulb pro- 
duces 50 per cent more light than 
four 25-watt bulbs. Thus, a fix- 
ture designed for several small 
bulbs will not usually produce as 
much light as one designed for a 
larger lamp. Fixtures should be 
scaled and in proportion to the 
room in which they are used. 
Not only the size of the room but 
the 
mounting height of the unit and 
its design are all factors to be 
considered. Excluding the mul- 
tiple-arm fixture, the width or 
diameter of the fixture in inches 
should correspond approximately 
to the diagonel of the room in 
feet. With modern interiors, how- 
ever, this rule of thumb is going

Mechanical Construction. 


The mechanical construction of 
fixtures should be designed to in- 
sure easy installation. They 
should also bear the underwriters’ 
label of approval which means 
safety. Fixtures should also be 
easy to keep clean. This is more 
important than most housewives 
realize. Excessive dust and grime 
on ceilings, walls and fixtures ab- 
sorb light. Keeping these clean

A cove is a narrow trough in 
which lamps are concealed from 
view by a moulding of some sort. 
It is a structural element and is 
usually attached to the upper part 
of the wall and provides indirect 
lighting. Fluorescent lamps, stand- 
ard or slim-line, are good for this 
type of lighting. In order to avoid 
a scalloped shadow effect on the 
ceiling lamps should be spaced 
properly: they should be far 
enough away from the ceiling and 
should be installed with proper 
reflecting media. If slim-lines are 
used it may be necessary to over- 
lap the ends in order to eliminate 
dark spots from the sockets. The 
cove produces general room 
lumination. If a cove is mounted 


A more even d's- 
tribution of light results when the 
cove is mounted about 10 or 15 
inches from the ceiling. This form 
of illumination is not especially 
successful where céilings are less 
than nine feet high. 

Cornice lighting, another form 
of architectural lighting, conceals 
light sources behind a horizontal 
cornice of wood or plaster.

Although 
some visible light is emitted, the 
output is: primarily energy which 
lies in the infrared portion of he 
specirum. 

Infrared or radiant heat rays 
are thosé which create warmth by 
being absorbed by persons or ob- 
jects. on which tney fall, Such 
rays are produced by ‘the Heat 
Ray lamp, 4 self-contained reflec- 
er lamp or red, *heat-resisting 
‘lass. This lamp consumes 250 
vatts and operates on any 111-125 
volt, direct or alternating ,current 
circuit.

Some Towns Use ‘Fly 
Cops’ to Shoot Chemi- 
cals Into Sewers in 
Health Campaigns,

NEW YORK, Dec. 11 — For 
health and comfort, bugs were 
put on skids in nearly 2009 United 
States communities last summer, 
two surveys show. 

The drives were community- 
wide, waged with new and old 


000! insecticides spread through city 


streets, over marshes and gar- 
bage dumps, at resorts and 
beaches. Some used airplanes, 
some trucks, jeeps and motor- 
cycles. Bome used fogs and some 
spr of pest-killing chemicals. 

Flies and mosquitoes were the 
main objectives. While methods 
varied, the bug campaigns now 
appear to be a new pattern of 
community health activity. 

The Junior Chamber of Com- 
merce reports that 1500 of its 
member brancheg started or sup- 
ported city-wide campaigns. Many 
were directed against flies to re- 
duce dysentery and other fly- 
spread diseases. A United States 
Public Health Service report 
credits such campaigns with re- 
ductions of 30 to 80 per cent in 
infapt diarrhea. 

600 Cities Using Fog Machines. 

At least 600 cities are using 
fog machines for war on a variety 
of insects, according to a survey 
by the Todd Shipyards Corp., 
makers of fogging equipment. 
These range from a Texas town 
of 500 population to two crowded 
boroughs in New York City,

In a typical campaign, one big 
city set aside a week in July for 
its war on mosquitoes and flies. 
Hand sprayers were used on 
120,000 garbage cans, while a heli- 
copter sprayed big dumps. A fog 
machine covered garbage trucks 
and spread a fog through resi- 
dential streets. In some cities, 
“fly cops” on motorcycles shoot 

ticides into sewer 
basins to kill insects that escape 
other mieasures,, 
Cost of Campaigns. 

Costs vary from a few hundred 
to thousands of dollars. Because 
of costs, summer cam s 
usually are planned in advance 
for best results. 

Some cities use personnel and; 
vehicles of fife departments dr 
sanitary departments. Some hire 
airplanes or helicopters, some buy 
or rent special spraying and fog- 
ging equipment. Aerial fogging 
and spraying can cost from $125 
to $250 an hour, 

Sometimes residents pay $1 or 
$2 a month for the control work. 
Civic clubs and organizations and 
business men often underwrite 
part of the costs. 

In one Adirondacks _ resort

The town’s planning commission 
reported a 20 per cent increase in 
business, at a cost of $9000 for 
the fly campaign. 

Some insecticides can be harm- 
ful to animals, fish, and even 
humans in too strong doses, But 
so far these adverse effects ap- 
parently have been avoided in the 
city campaigns, a public health 
official said. Almost all are un- 
dertaken with the advice of ex- 
perts who recommend dosages and 
methods to suit the situation and 
to avoid bad effects.

Cobbold, Who Takes 


By WILLIAM N. OATIS 

LONDON, Dec. 11 (AP)—Cam- 
eron Fromanteel Cobbold at age 
44 is the youngest Governor of 
the Bank of England selected in 
101 years. 

Next March 1, when he takes 
formal charge, he will direct the 
British Government’s own bank 
with 6600 employes, its nine 
branches in England, and its 
banker-depositors all over the 
world. 

He will be a power in “the City,” 


the bank stands solidly on the 
narrow street from which it gets 
its fond nickname—the Old Lady 
of Threadneedle street. 

And finally, this young man will 
be confidential adviser to the La- 
bor government’s key planner, Sir 
Stafford Cripps, who, as Chancel- 
lor of the Exchequer, is head of 
Britain’s Treasury, and as Minis- 
ter of Economic Affairs, is boss 
of the vital dollar-export drive. 

In the bank’s 255-year history, 
Cobbold is the third youngest 
governor. 

He was 44 Sept. 14. Two other 
men were 43 when they got the 
job—John Rudge in 1713, and 
William Robinsonin 1847, 

The outgoing Governor, Scottish 
Lord Catto, when he retires next 
Feb. 28, will be only two weeks 
short of 70, customary retirement 
age. The forthcoming Deputy 
Governor, Dallas Gerald Mercer 
Bernard, is 60. 

Hollywood would be disappoint- 
ed in Cobbold. He neither looks 
like a bank president nor lives 
like one, 

He’s a hefty, athletic six-feet- 
two, and seems even younger than 
he is. He has black hair instead 
of white, smokes cigarettes in- 
stead of cigars, and grows no 
mustache. 

His dress is careless and there’s 
no flower in his lapel. He lives in 
a small apartment and often rides 
the subway to work. He some- 
times plays cricket with the bank 
help. 

Weekends, he usually goes up 
into Hertfordshire to look at the 
family’s cows or hunt partridge 
and pheasant. 

His wife, Lady Hermione, 43, in- 
herited a country estate up there 
from her father, the Earl! of Lyt- 
ton. She’s a granddaughter of the 
Bulwer-Lytton who wrote “The 
Last Days of Pompeii.” The Cob- 
bolds have a daughter 15 and sons 
11 and 4. 

His people are ale brewers in 
Ipswich, East Anglia. Kitchener 
of Khartoum and an eighteenth 
century Governor of the Bank of 
England, Sir Merrick Burrell, 
were connected with the family. 


Cobbold himself has never owned 
a brewery share. But he got into 
finance early. He went through 
Eton, spent two years at Cam- 
bridge, and then quit to become a 
London accountant. Later, a City

He did some trouble shoot- 
ing in an Italian bank failure that 
won him .thanks from British 
bankers. As

Last year, Cobbold went to 
Washington for talks on Britain’s 
$3,750,000,000 United States loan. 
To get this, Britain agreed to give 
dollars for sterling on demand 
in international transactions. It 
couldn’t make good. Cobbold was 
in the group sent over to explain 
why. 

His new job will mean heavy 
responsibility at what by Wall 
Street standards is low pay, The 
Governor’s published salary — 
though the directors may vote him 
more—is only 2000 pounds— 

The bank is Britain’s financial 
handyman. It got its start by 
lending money to the Government 
and has been close to the Govern- 
ment ever since. But not till 1946 
did it become Government prop- 
erty. 

The founders, some city mer- 
chants and a Scottish idea man, 
lent their whole starting capital of 
1,200,000 pounds to help William 
of Orange in his war on Louis 
XIV of France. 

In return, they got a Govern- 
ment promise-to-pay and a charter 
to do business. Parliament put 
the charter through on the tail- 
end of a bill to tax ships, beer and 
liquor.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 11 (AP)— 
Simple folks who sign blank con- 
tracts—or don’t read contracts 
even when they are filled in—are 
helping the loan shark pull a 
weird variety of tricks, 

Shady members of the small 
loan business have their own lingo 
for the things they do—‘“slap on 
the pack,” “tack on the balloon 
payment,” “make a snatch.” 

The unwary borrower often 
finds that the lender, in one way 
or another, has extracted from 
him one-third again as much as 
the money lent for a year. Some- 
times he loses both his money and 
his automobile, refrigerator or 
television set. 

With more and more such goods 
coming to market, this sort of 
cheating is rampant in cities all 
over the country, according to the 
National Association of Better 
Business Bureaus and the Amer- 
ican Automobile Association. The 
Department of Justice has re- 
ceived many complaints and is 
studying the situation. 

These organizations are careful 
to point out that most lenders 
deal honestly and make only legal 
charges. 

‘Balloon Payment’ Explained. 

But the sharpers don’t seem to 
know what the word conscience 
means. C. T. Nottingham, super- 
intendent of licenses for the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, pulls this case 
from his file of complaints: 

An old man of about 75 bor- 
rowed $100 to pay his wife’s hos- 
pital bill. He paid the debt at the 
rate of $10 a month for 12 months 
—the extra $20 being the finance 
charge. But when he went to 
make his final payment, the 
sharper told him he still owed $98. 

“That’s the balloon payment,” 
tHe lender explained. “We knew 


you couldn’t afford to pay more 
than $10 a month, so we fixed it 
so you could put off paying the 


balance until your last payment.” 

The extra $98 was the premium 
on term life, accident and health 
insurance. The old man had un- 
wittingly authorized it when he 
signed a blank contract. 

Ordinarily poor clients can’t 
produce the cash for a balloon 
payment, so they have to get a 
new loan.

T STANLEYVILLE, in the Belgian Congo, an attraction 
for tourists is an open-air studio where native sculp- 
tors work.

Carvings of men, animals, masks, religious figures are 
made from ebony, other hard wood and ivory with crude 
tools and no conventional machinery. A taut cord. at- 
tached to a bowed stick works a lathe.

The artists enter the studio as pupils, and 
during their first three years there whatever they make 
belongs to the teacher.

ROM the 12,000-foot summit of Mount Phalut, in that out-of- 
the-way corner of Asia where Pakistan, Nepal and Sikkim 
meet, the mighty mountain barrier of Southern Tibet may 

be seen in awe-inspiring panorama. From Mount Everest, 
whose 29,002-foot summit is the world’s highest, eastward to 
Kangchenjunga, Earth's third highest mountain, the. ice- 
shrouded peaks of Himalayas—although many miles distant 
—tower majestically above the clouds that rise from the Arun 
and Tamar valleys of Nepal. 

A St.. Louisan, Anderson E. Bakewell, now a Jesuit mis- 
sionary in Pakistan, made the pictures on this page during a 
recent journey to Phalut to view Mount Everest and its neigh- 
boring peaks. As a staff member of the American Geograph- 
ical Society before entering the Jesuit order in 1942, Bakewell 
was a mountain climber of note. He was sent to Pakistan a 
year ago to complete his studies for the priesthood. 

Bakewell, who is the son of Mr. and Mrs. Edward L. 
Bakewell of 4540 Lindell boulevard, said the strenuous trek 
from the border village of Manebhanjang to Phalut was well 
worth the relatively close-up view of the Himalayas, and the 
trip itself was an experience. The trail through the Himalayan 
foothills—which would be considered good sized mountains 
elsewhere—led through orchid-laden forests, through quaint 
Nepalese villages with their prayer flags, through cobra- 
infested bamboo jungles in the valleys, and through ghostly 
mists that blanket the summits. The journey required four 
days of walking, much of it up and down.
